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CONSTITUTION 
OF THE 


AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY. 


Artictr I. This Society shall becalled the AmeRicaN Baptist Home Mission 
Society. 


Articte If. The great object of this Society shall be to promote the preaching of 
the Gospel in North America. 

ARTICLE III. Any person may become a member of this Society by contributing 
annually to its funds: thirty dollars paid at one time shall constitute a member for life ; 
one hundred dollars paid at one time shall constitute a director for life ; and any person 
on paying a sum which, in addition to any previous contribution, shall amount to one 
hundred dollars, shall be a director for life; and any Baptist Church or Association, 
or State Convention, or Missionary Society, that contributes annually to the objects of 


this Society, shall be entitled to be represented by one or more delegates 1n its annual — 


meetings. 


Articte IV. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, a 


Treasurer, an Auditor, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, and fifty 
Directors, who shall be annually appointed by the Society. 


Articte VY. The Officers and Life Directors shall appoint an Executive Board. 


of thirteen persons, exclusive.of the Treasurer, the Corresponding Secretary, the 
Recording Secretary and Auditor, residing in the city of New-York and its vicinity— 
the Treasurer, the Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary and Auditor, shall be 
members, ex-officio, of the Executive Board, five of whom shall be a quorum at 
any meeting regularly convened. This Board shall have power to appoint its own 
meetings, form its own rules of business, and fill any vacancies which may eccur during 


the year, and convene special meetings of the Officers and of the Society ; shall appoint © 


missionaries, and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors; shall dis- 
pose of the funds for the objects of the Society, provided that all moneys contributed 
for any specific purpose shall be faithfully applied only to that particular object; shall 
create such agency or agencies for the appointment of missionaries, and for other pur- 
poses as the interests of the Society may require ; and shall make an annual report of 
their proceedings to the Society. All the Officers, Executive Board, Agents and 
Missionaries of the Society, shall be members of some regular Baptist church, in gen- 
eral union with the body of that denomination. 


Articte VI. The Treasurer shall give bonds to such amount as the Executive 
Board shall think proper.. 
AnticLE VII. Any Baptist Missionary Society may become auxiliary, by agreeing 
to pay into the treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus funds, and sending to 
the Corresponding Secretary a copy of its constitution and annual reports, mentioning 
the names of its missionaries, and the fields of their operations. _ 
Articte VIII. Every Auxiliary Society who shall agree to pay the whole of its 
funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries, to labor in such 
field as it may designate, to an amount at Jeast equal to that of its contributions; pro- 
vided such designation be made at the time of payment. 


ArticLe IX. The Officers of Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex-officio, Directors of 
this Society, and their members shall be members of this Society. 

ArticLe X. Theannual meeting of the Society shall be held at’ such time and_ 
place as the Society shall determine at a previous annual meeting, or as the Executive 
Board shall determine. 


ArTIcLE XI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made without an affirma- 


tive vote of two-thirds of the members present at an annual meeting; nor, unless the 
same shall have been 


proposed at @ previous annual meeting, or recommended by the 
Executive Board. ,

Ministering brethren present, not delegates to the Society, were in- 
vited to a seat, to aid in the deliberations of the body. ; 

A Committee was appointed to receive the names of delegates from 
auxiliary bodies, consisting of brethren Thomas Stocks, of Georgia, 
A. Kallock, of Maine, Lewis Leonard, of New-York, J. H. Ken- 
nard, of Pennsylvania, Wm. C. Buck, of Kentucky, and J. C. Crane, 


Maryland. 


A Committee was appointed for the nomination of Officers, consist- 
ing of brethren J. D, Farnsworth, of Vermont, D. Ives, of Connecticut, 


J. Tinsley, of Virginia, A. D. Gillette, of Pennsylvania, and S. 
Tucker, of Indiana. 


The Treasurer, Brother R. W. Martin, of New-York, read his Re- | 


port, accompanied with the certificate of correctness by Brother J. R. 
Ludlow, Auditor ; which, on motion of Brother ‘T. C. Devan, of New- 
York, was accepted, and ‘ordered to be printed.

Therefore, Ist: That to introduce the subjects of slavery or anti-slavery into this 
body, is in direct contravention of the whole letter and purpose of the said Consti- 
tution, and is, moreover, @ Most unnecessary agitation of topics with which the So- 
ciety has no concern, over which it has no control, and as te which its operations 
should not be fettered, nor its deliberations disturbed, 

2: That the Home Mission Society being only an agency to disburse the funds con- 
fided to it, according to the wishes of the contributors, therefore, our co-operation in 
this body does not imply any sympathy either with slavery or anti-slavery, as to which 
societies and individuals are left as free and uncommitted as if there were no such co- 
operation.

Their counsels have been harmonious, and the 
general prosperity attending their operations has greatly coun- 
teracted the disappointment and anxiety caused by their want 
of means to extend them as far as they have been solicited.

_ The Committee are happy in being able to say that the aux- 
iliary relations of the Society still subsist in harmony, imparting 
strength and energy to the body and its members, and enabling 
all to act with increased efficiency. A few additions have been 
made to the number of primary auxiliaries, though no direct 
effort has been made for that purpose.

DIRECTORS AND MEMBERS FOR LIFE. 


The friends of the Society manifest an increased disposition 
to enrol their names on our list of Directors and Members for 
life. It has been our happiness to add 21 to the former, and 124 
to the latter since the last anniversary, a large proportion of 
which were constituted such within the last six months. 


LEGACIES. 


The Society has received legacies in part or entire, from the 
estates of five persons:—Mr. Zephaniah Eddy, and Mrs. Lydia 
Sweetzer, of Massachusetts, Miss Cynthia M. Wright, of Con- 
necticut, Mrs. Elizabeth Griffin, of New York, and Miss Jane 
McCall, of South Carolina. 

Such expressions of sympathy reassure us that we are labor- 
ing in awork which the pious heart, moved by considerations of 
infinite and eternal interest, approves. Some other legacies of 
which we have had notice, remain as yet unpaid, but we hope 


they will reach us within the ensuing year, and so accomplish 
the design of the pious testators. 


: ALTERATION OF THE CONSTITUTION. 


The “style” of the Committee has, in ame use, especially — 
in connexion with its own standing and special committees, a 

tendency to create confusion ; to remedy which, it is respectfully 
recommended that an alteration be made in the constitution of 


the Society, so as to admit of its being called the “ Executive 
Board.” | 


AGENCIES. 


In the agency department, but three individuals have been 
employed the past year:—Rev. Messrs. John Peck and C. M. 
Fuller, constantly, and J. D. Cole, for a limited period. Their 
success in obtaining funds has, under all the circumstances, 
particularly considering the continued depression of business 
during the first half of the year, exceeded our anticipation ; 
their usefulness to the society and the cause of religion gene- 
rally, has been apparent in various ways. 

T’he experience of twelve years has furnished the Executive 
Committee abundant evidence that the employment of collecting 
agents is essential to the efficiency of the Society. It is to be 
hoped that the time is approaching when the affairs of religious 
societies may be conducted without such an appendage ; but as 
yet, every plan based upon the principle of dispensing with them 
has, except to a limited extent, failed of success. ‘There must 
be a far higher standard of piety in the churches, and much

greater wisdom and zeal in its development, before the work of 
benevolence can be as extensively prosecuted without their aid 
as either the duty or privilege of Christians dictate. It is equally 
evident that the individuals to whom this responsible work is “i 
intrusted, should possess appropriate talent, experience and influ- | 
ence. Without the assurance of such qualifications being at our 
disposal in the employment of an additional number of agents, 
we have preferred to prosecute our labors through the year with 
the aid of only the small number already mentioned. 


FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


Our financial condition during the first half ot the year was 
very discouraging. ‘The receipts into the treasury were unusu- 
ally small, averaging, up to November, only about $765 per 
month; and our efforts to secure the services of additional col- 
lecting agents, were unsuccessful. Our operations, consequently, 
became embarrassed, though by vigilant attention and constant 
exertion, the treasury has been preserved in a sound state. The 
receipts for the remainder of the year, up to the first of April, 
have been much more liberal. | 

The condition of the treasury on the 15th of April, 1543, | 
was as follows:—Receipts, including those of auxiliaries, 
$40,583 12. Exclusive of those of auxiliaries, $11,806 57. 
The liabilities at the same period were $7644 43. Available 
resources, $1326 36. Balance against the Society; $6318 07. 
The available resources, at that date, exceeded by a small 
amount, the immediate claims against the Society; but the bal- 
ance was turned far the other side, in a few days afterwards. 

By the Treasurer’s Report, it appears that, on the Ist inst., 
the total amount of receipts including those of auxiliaries, was — 
$51,811 52, that is, $11,228 40 more than last year. Exclu- 
sive of those of auxiliaries, $13,401 76; being $1595 19 more 
than were received up to the 15th of April, last year. At the same 
period, the liabilities were $9971 04, and the available resources, 
$6101 43, making the balance against the Society $3869 61. 

The general importance of our home mission operations ap- 
pears now to be better understood and appreciated, than formerly ; 
but the details in the mode of operation heretofore, especially in 
furnishing the means, cannot be understood but by actual expe- 
hence. ‘hey were necessarily complicated, and often uncertain 
in their resuits; and yet, the prosperity of the Society has, in a 
great measure, depended on their success. ‘I'he financial mea- 
sures of the Society should, if possible, be arranged and carried 
forward in such way as to secure, in regular supplies, the neces- 
sary amount of means. ‘T'o do this effectually, it has been 
@B@ found that our only safe reliance is upon the efforts of our 

own agents, when acting immediately under our own direc- 
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tion. ‘These views have been adopted as a principle; and 
since acting upon it, encouraging success has followed. There 
is reason to believe that prosperity will attend a strict adherence 
to it, and we are satisfied that at present, it is the only one by 
which that blessing can be promoted. 


MISSIONARY OPERATIONS. 


- In consequence of the embarrassments experienced in our 
financial department, the missionary operations of a considerable 
part of the year were very much contracted. Our missionaries, 
never numerous, have been at onetime reduced to half the 
mumber usually in commission heretofore. The number em. 
ployed through the principal part of the year has been less 
than that of any former period since 1835. Many valuable but 
dependent ministers who applied for aid have been disappointed 
_ 1a their hopes, and restricted in their labors to fields of very nar- 
row limits; and many very promising places which were open 
to our efforts were necessarily suffered to remain destitute of the 

Detailed statements of this destitution, accompanied 
with affecting applications for our aid from various correspon- 
dents, hare been transmitted every week tothe editors of all our 
religious papers and, by several of them, laid before their respec- 
uve readers. We only remark therefore, at this time, that the 
original communications have often prodaced the most painful - 
emocions in our hearts, especially when realizing our utter ina- 
bality to grant the desired aid. ) 

Justified by more liberal receipts into the treasury during the 
last quarter of the year, the Executive Committee hare conside- 
rably imereased the number of missionaries. making such ap- 
potntments as we were able, with as much regard as possible to 
a boey important points and a just distribution throughout 

Simee the cessation of Indian hostilities in Flerida, a great 
aumber of families hare entered that Territory, and others are 
constamtiy following them. Another missionary, therefore, has 
been appointed to that field, and still another has been stationed 
st Key West, on the coast of Florida. At New Orleans, also, 
or which place the Committee have many years felt great soll-

Barly im the year, a brother of experience 2s a pioneer, offered

several of the new States, to act with the counsel and advice of 
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the Convention “Boards,” as the necessities of their respective 
fields may require. ‘The arrangement has, thus far, proved be- 
neficial, and will probably be extended to other points where 
they are needed. 
The missionary table accompanying this Report, presents a 

condensed. view of some of the results of each missionary’s labor, — 
to which, when printed, we respectfully invite attention, asa 
document of interest. 


SUMMARY OF LABORS, AND RESULTS. 


The total number of agents and missionaries registered in the 
inissionary table, is 356. ‘They were distributed in twenty-five | 
of the States and Territories, in Canada and Texas. They 
supplied at least 761 stations. Their joint labors are equal to 
those of one man for 179 years. on | 

‘ The reports of many of the missionaries of auxiliaries are 
very deficient of statistical information : nevertheless, among 
the results mentioned by the whole number named on the list, 
are the baptism of 5059 persons; the organization of 55 
churches; and the ordination of 30 ministers. At the stations 
occupied by them, 6525 children have been instructed in Sun- 
day schools; 19 houses of worship have been completed, 23 — 
others have been commenced; and 12 churches have become 

_ able to support their ministers without missionary aid. : 

Of the number of missionaries mentioned, 79 were appointed 
by the Executive Committee; sixteen of them, however, re- 
ceived their commissions since the Ist of February, and buta 
few of them have yet reached their fields. ‘The number actu- 
ally employed, therefore, was but 63. These labored in eighteen 
States and Territories, in Canada and Texas. ‘They statedly 
supplied 249 stations; delivered 8329 sermons and lectures ; 

‘made 11130 pastoral visits, and performed a large amount of 
other ministerial labor, the aggregate amount of which is equal 
to that of one man for 46 years. | 

Among the results of their labors, they report the baptism of 
1127 persons; the organization of 29 churches, and the ordina- 
tion of 18 ministers. Under their superintendence, 4305 pupils 
have been instructed in Sunday schools and bible classes. 

At their stations, four houses of worship have been erected, 
and eight others commenced; four churches have been suffi- 
cleutly strengthened to maintain the stated ministry of the gos- 


pel without further assistance ; and 44 young men are preparing 
for the ministry. | 


USEFULNESS OF THE SOCIETY. 
$e From the foregoing statements, it is evident that our mis- 
sionaries have been industrious, and their labors greatly blest. 
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12 TWELFTH REPORT. 


By them the gospel has been very extensively preached where, 
but for the assistance of the Society, in many instances, proba- 
bly, it would not have been preached at all. Through their 
instrumentality, the number of communicants in the churches 
under their care, has been increased by baptism and by letter, 
more than 1700. ‘The number baptized by them is equal to the 
number of members of eight or ten ordinary churches. The 
number of churches organized by them is sufficient to constitute 
an association of usual strength. ‘The churches rendered able 
to support the gospel, many of those recently organized and the 
houses of worship built through their instrumentality will, 
probably, remain permanent arrangements for the dispensation 
of divine truth. | 
In these considerations we see something of the usefulness of 
the Society and its missionaries. ‘They have imparted the - 
blessed intluences of Christianity to a large number of our fel- 
low beings, and affixed, to a greater or less extent, the impress 
of its moral excellence upon the communities with which they 
are associated. 
The well known principle of action in Baptist churches, 
which denies the administration of the holy ordinance of bap- 
tism to any but such as profess faith in Jesus Christ, allows us 
reasonable ground to hope that those persons reported as having 
been baptized, were born of God. Ifso, how encouraging, how 
blessed the result of our missionaries’ labor. ‘Through their in- 
strumentality, God, we trust, has fitted many hundreds for use- 
fulness and for eternal life. If amidst the displays of infinite 
holiness and glory so many souls shall be found, who were 
made participants of that blessedness through any degree of in- 
strumentality in those missionaries, who of us all will not find 
Special reason to praise God, in the fact that we were allowed to 
contribute to their support, and to co-operate with them through 
this society? 

We might speak also of their labors in the temperance and — 
Sunday school cause; of the children and youth instructed in 
scriptural knowledge ; of the extensive diffusion of missionary 
principles and advance in missionary feeling and action among 
the churches, and of many other things encouraging to the pious 
heart; but,we cease. The entire fruits of these labors will only 
be known when all secrets are revealed. | 


THE WORK BEFORE US. 


Our past labors have become the occasion for others hereafter. 
Like the husbandman, who, having ploughed and planted, 
finds in those facts the necessity for further tilling of his grounds. 
aud harvesting of his crops, we also, having progressed so far 6B @ 
as to Introduce the gospel into the wide-spread field before us, 
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must now cherish and sustain it till our expectation is realized. 
Our early success should not satisfy our desires, but stimulate 
them to more earnest action.. Our work is as yet but imper- 
fectly performed. Many wild and hurtful plants yet remain on 
those spots over which we have passed the plough and even 
the sickle. ‘These must be subdued and destroyed, or they will 
speedily overrun the soil again, and be found more rank and 


noxious than before. Besides which, this, our imperfect work, 


has been performed only to a limitedextent; “there remaineth 
much land yet to be possessed.” : Ferm 

Dropping all metaphor, it is evident that our labors thus far, 
havé been only preparatory. It is true, the developments and 
results of the preparation are very encouraging: but they are of 
a character which shows the prodigious labor in which God has 
made it our exalted privilege to engage; and the adaptation of 
the instrumentalities we have to employ in its execution, rather 
than to minister to our pride or self-complacency on account of 
what we have done. | 

Our country has already been made the theatre of grand and 
astonishing events, both civil and religious; and, doubtless, fu- 
ture generations will witness a succession of others quite as as- 
tonishing. We live in an age of. investigation and action— 


when men begin to learn and assert their inalienable rights ; 


but in doing which, thousands are governed far more by a feel- 
ing of personal independence, than by a seuse of moral accoun- © 
tability. ‘The war of opinion, predicted by an eminent British 


_ Statesman, has commenced, and is progressing with great en- 


ergy. The prominent, paramount topic is religion: the com- 
pulsory and voluntary systems are the grand antagonistic 
questions in the conflict, and may be discovered mingling with, 
if not at the foundation of every political discussion and change. 
This onward march of the human mind it is neither possible 
nor desirable to arrest. Its progress may be irregular and in 
many instances erratic, but its tendency is towards the truth. 
The great effort of Christians should be to give a right direc- 
tion to inquiry—to hold up to view that knowledge upon which 
the mind can safely rest amidst the conflicting elements of con- 
troversy, and to establish those means of obtaining it which will 
place its acquisition within the reach of all inquirers. This is 
an appropriate work of our Society. It is to proclaim the genius, 
design and benefit to man, of the gospel dispensation. {In our 
country this sort of Jabor has become additionally important 
from a variety of causes; among them may be mentioned the 
great immigration from foreign lands of a heterogeneous popula- 
tion; the domestic and national habits and prejudices, uncon- 
genial with our own, but tenaciously fostered by the immigrants: 


@@@ i our midst ; the continual expansion of our population ; the 


deficiency of means, in important sections of our country, for the 
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education of youth; the propagation of religious errors, delu- 
sions and fanaticism; the arrogant assumptions of prelacy; the 
assaults upon our cherished system of common school edu- 
cation and our-more cherished version of God’s word by foreign 
ecclesiastics; and the unceasing augmentation of that same 
class of men in the country. Nor would we overlook the 
corrupting influences sometimes exerted by aspiring political 
demagogues, nor the dangerous tendency of their intriguing 
combinations upon the civil and religious liberties of the land. 
Our safe guard in all these associations, is the free dissemination 
of the gospel. By that men are best taught their rights, and 
how to enjoy them. Its maxims are the only sure guide to hu- 
man liberty and happiness. ‘T'rue liberty dwells only with 
Christianity. 

Another work of the Society is the strengthening of Zion. 
The astonishing increase and expansion of our denomination as 
well as of the general population, especially in our frontier 
regions, has naturally led to the organization of numerous 
churches—a large proportion of which are weak in gifts, expe- 
rience and wealth. These should be strengthened, enlightened 
and aided to employ their energies in the general diffusion of 
the gospel. ‘The history of the Society shows its great useful- 
ness in this work, and with its present appliances and increased — 
patronage, it would doubtless soon prove its capability of still 
farther elevating the standard of piety ; of diffusing a missionary 
spirit throughout the churches ; of introducing laborers into the 
harvest; of augmenting the resources of Christian benevolence, 
and extending the means of salvation more widely among men. 

Its paramount work, however, is the promotion of the spiritual 
interests of fallen men. ‘The broad field of its labor, thronged 
and more thronging with immortal beings, is marked by an af- 
fecting destitution of ministers of the gospel. ‘Thousands there 
are hungering for the bread of life, and like famishing men in 
search of food, are eager to obtain it, while hundreds of the num- 
ber turn their eyes to us, and beseech us to impart it to them. 
This eagerness for instruction in the truth should be gratified ; 
it is our duty—it should be our privilege to gratify it. Our neg- 
lect of this duty would involve us in the guilt of leaving them 
exposed to the guidance of falsehood and superstition, of fanati- 
cism and infidelity, and thereby more certainly fitted for rebellion 
against God, and the endurance of the terrible penalty of his 
broken law. If, therefore, we would make the Society a richer 

blessing to the country, to the Zion of God, and to the souls of | 
men, our unceasing effort, though at the cost of personal sacri- 
fices and toils, must be to give the gospel free course through 
the land. Its hallowed influence must be cast around all our 
civil institutions ; it must give character to our literature ; guide 
our science; interweave itself with the arts, and like a broad, 
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strong band it must encompass and bind together in one com- 
pact body all the elements of social life. | 


IMMEDIATE ACTION NECESSARY. 


But what we do must be done quickly. Other agencies are 
actively employed in the accomplishment of other and far dif- 
ferent work. A foreign influence, aided by domestic corruptions, 
- threatens the stability of our free institutions. Infidelity com- 
bined with ignorance, and led on by anti-Christ, labor to under- 
mine the foundations:of our religion, and the open prevalence 
of immorality and crime tell us loudly and fearfully of moral 
retrogression in the land. ‘This we should as patriots, philan- 
thropists and Christians, immediately attempt to arrest. If the 
attempt be made in the spirit of the gospel, and pursued with 
vigor and resolution, they will be arrested.—It is within the 
compass of God’s promise to his people that they may be ar- 
rested ; but the attempt must be made without delay. The 
revolution of each year unimproved, will diminish our ability 
to perform the work ; and but a few such revolutions would be 
requisite to place the evils we deprecate beyond our control. 

Influenced therefore by every motive sanctioned by divine re- 
velation, let us be vigilant in guarding our privileges, and faithful 
in the use of all the means which God has placed at our dispo- 
sal, in promoting his glory throughout the land.

_ APPLICATIONS FOR AID. 


INFORMATION REQUIRED. 


" All applications for our aid should be accompanied with information on the follow- 
mg points: 
FOR ONE CHURCH. 


The name of the Church; the town, settlement or village, county and State in 
which it is situated; the post-office address of the correspondent; the estimated 
number of inhabitants in the village or settlement; the number of communicants in 
the Church; the average number ef attendants of all classes and ages at public wor- 
ship on Sundays; the name (in full) of the minister proposed ; his post-office address ; 
his age; the number of his family (if he have one) dependent on him for support ; 
whether he is regularly ordained, or a licentiate; the date when it is desirable his 
appointment should commence; the portion of time he is to devote to them; the 
total amount of salary necessary for his support in order that he may be wholly for| 
gaged in the ministry; the portion of that salary which they will engage to pay for 
the given time; the portion which any auxiliary or ether missionary body, propose 
to pay; the least amount that will suffice from the Society for the same period ; 
whether there is another Baptist Church, and any of other denominations in ang 
place; and any circumstances in their case to illustrate the necessity of their appli- 
cation. . 


FOR TWO OR MORE CHURCHES. 


If the labors of the minister are to be divided between two or more churches, in- 


FOR A VILLAGE OR SETTLEMENT. 


If the application is for the supply of a settlement or village, where there is no or- 
ganized Church, let the above information be given, substituting the name of the set- 
tlement or village for the Church, and stating the number of Baptist members known 


_ to be residing in it; er whe, residing in the neighborhood, will probably unite in attend- 


ing public worship with them. __ 
Let the information, in all cases, be given briefly and without comment; after which 
any other information or explanation thought necessary can be added. 


WHO SHOULD MAKE APPLICATION. 


_ We greatly prefer that the minister proposed should, in $, cases, make the appli- 
cation. If that is inexpedient, we desire that the clerk of the church, officially, or a 
committee appointed for that purpose, should do it. 

Where twe or more churches are to share the services of the minister, and circum- 
Stances prevent his making the application, a joint committee can, generally, best do 


ltt but if this is not practicable, let the clerk or a committee of each church write. 


CONCURRENT CERTIFICATE. 


7 When the application is made by the minister, (which, we repeat, is most desi- 
rable) it should be accompanied, (on the same sheet if possible,) with a concurrent 


certificate of the church or churches to be supplied,—signed by the clerk, officially, 
or a committee as before mentioned,—in substance, thus, The———- —— church (or

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churches as the case may be) concur in the foregoing application to the Executive 
Committee of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, to appoint (or re-appoint) 
— as their missionary. 

If the minister is to supply a destitute settlement or village where there is no 
church, such a certificate, of course, is not expected. 


OTHER APPLICATIONS FROM MINISTERS. 


If a minister in one State apply for an appointment to another State, having no 
particular church or settlement in view, but wishing to be directed by the Committee, 
it will be necessary for him to inform us of his place of residence ; post-office address; . 
age; number of his family (if he have one) dependent on him for support; whether he 
is ordained, or a licentiate; the total amount of salary necessary per annum ; the least 
portion of it that will suffice ‘from the Society ; the period when he will be ready to en- 
gage in the duties of his appointment or commence his journey to the field assigned 
him, and any circumstances calculated to aid the Committee in their deliberations. 

Such applications should also be accompanied with a recommendation as speci- 


fied under the proper head. 


APPLICATIONS FOR A MINISTER AND AID. 


If an application is made not only for aid, but also for a minister to be sent, let al) 
the afore-mentioned information be given except what relates to the minister; and 
substitute in brief and general terms such as will enable the Committee to judge of 
the qualifications necessary in a minister for the place, and accompany it with the 

‘requisite recommendation. 


APPLICATIONS FOR ITINERANTS. 


If an application is made for an itinerant minister to labor in a new section of 
country, where there is no church f_r him to supply, the number of inhabitants, com- 
municants, average attendance at public worship in the entire field, and the sum to 
be raised by the churches may be omitted, and the names of the principal places 
to be supplied and their population, if known, substituted. If there is a church or 
churches in the field to supply any part of the time, the requisite information should 
be given, and in either case, the recommendation will be expected. 


RECOMMENDATIONS NECESSARY. 


1 If the applicants reside within the boundaries of an auxiliary of this Society, i 
is indispensable that a recommendation should be obtained from their Board of Man- 
agers, or its Corresponding Secretary, officially, not merely of the minister, but of the 

nlire arrangement proposed,*—and it is expected that such Board or Secretary 
will candidly state any alterations in the proposed arrangement they think circumstan- 
ces require. 

(2. If they reside within the bownds of a State Society, Convention or General 
_ Association not auxiliary, the recommendation of their Board of Managers, or its 
\ Secretary, officially, will be preferred; but if distance, or difficulty in convening the — 

oard prevent, the recommendation of some person or persons known by some of the 

Executive Committee may be forwarded. 

3. If circumstances admit of the recommendation being seasonably appended to 
the letter, it should be done before transmitting it, but if not, let the application be 
mailed to our Corresponding Secretary, and let the same writer address the person 
of whom the recommendatign is sought, giving a copy of the information and certifi- 
cate transmitted, and requesting that the result be forwarded to us without delay.— 

No appointment or re-appointment is made without such recommendation. 


APPLICATIONS OR NOMINATIONS FROM AUXILIARIES. 


If the application proceed directly trom the Board of Managers of an auxiliary 
body, they will furnish ald the information required under the appropriate heads above, 
except the concurrent certificate of the church or churches. It is taken for granted 
that they are well advised of the wishes of those churches. Their application also 
is, of course, sufficient recommendation. 


*The recommendation for the proposed evra ement is, generally, far more important and useful 
than forthe minister merely, as he is often. oar known by the Committee, especially if he have 
been previously appointed ; whereas they mey often know but little of the propriety of the ar- 
rangement without the recommendation of the auxiliary “ * 
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RE-APPOINTMENTS: 


As the appointments of the Executive Committee are made, in general, for twelve 
months, if a renewal is desired, a new application should be seasonably made, con- 
taining fresh information on every point named, except the ordination and age of the 
minister, and stating any alterations from the previous arrangements. : 

The whole should be written, if possible, on one sheet of paper, to prevent 
increased expense of postage; that item being already sufficient to support a mis- 


sionary. - 
TAKE NOTICE. 


In all the above cases, if any thing required cannot be done, let the reason be given. 
| REMARKS. | 


Many reasons might be given for making the foregoing requisitions. A few only 
will be stated. The larger number of applications come from great distances, the 
particular localities and other circumstances of which cannot be known by the Com- 
mittee ; or they are from persons with whom the Committee have no acquaintance. 
Statistical information is essential to the formation of a proper opinion of the relative — 
or comparative importance of places needing aid, and to assist the Christian public to 
appreciate the operations of the Society. | 

Again, the Committee wish to act understandingly. Their means are limited, and’ 
derived, to a considerable extent, from persons who make sacrifices to bestow them, 
therefore, they should possess all the evidence consistent, that their appropriations are 
prudently made. Besides, we have an auxiliary system, to which it is the interest of 
all parties to adhere—from which, therefore, the Committee especially, do not feel at 
liberty to depart. 


NOTICE TO APPLICANTS FOR AID. 


Applications for missionary aid are frequently made to the Executive Committee, 
unaccompanied with the necessary information and recommendations, although the 
necessity for them has been very extensively published. The practice subjects the 
applicants to delay, and the Society to increased expense for postage. It is, there- 
fore, thought expedient to inform all applicants, whether ministers, churches, or 
others, that, without special reasuns, the Executive Committee do not depart from 
the preceding rules; and they earnestly hope that applicants will, hereafter, notice 
every requisition and conform to them in their communications. i 

As a general thing, a.single sheet of paper is sufficient to contain all the writing 
necessary in an application, and when it is remembered that our letters usually come 
from distances where they are marked with the highest amount of postage, it will be 
seen that we are not unreasonable in requesting our correspondents to bear this point — 
in mind. It is submitted to the judgment of correspondents, whether such applica- 
tions should come to us post paid. | | 

{ The receipt of all applications for aid, made conformably with the foregoing 
rules, will be immediately acknowledged by mailing a copy of this Notice, or a letter 
if specially requisite, to the address of the applicant. The application will be sub- 
mitted to the Bin Committee at their earliest subsequent meeting; and the suc- 
cess of it communicated to the applicant immediately afterwards. 7 |

FLORIDA. 


From Rev. John Tacker, Newnansville, Sept. 14th, 1843. 


«¢ J removed to this territery in 1833, at which time there was but one organized 
Baptist Church, and one old worn-out Baptist preacher in ell East Flosida. Two 


ears afterwards, there were four new churches constituted and enjoying prosperity, | 


hen the Indian war commenced in 1835, all the settlements were broken up; the 
dwelling houses and some of the houses of worship were laid in ruins: the people 
compelled te seek protectien in forts, block houses, and camps; and every minister 
of all denominations abandoned the country, and left me alone to preach from fort to 
fort as I had oppertunity. Since tranquillity has been restored, the people have re- 
turned to their possessions, new settlements have been fermed, and [ have been en- 


deavoring to cellect and regulate the scattered members of our littlechurches. Since 


the armed eccupation bill’ became a law, immigrants have been pouring into the 
country, and at present there are not less than twelve hundred families scattered over 
the whole peninsula south ef this place, which is a distance of about 200 miles, te 
its southern poiat. | 

“Tn all that region, there is nota Baptist preacher besides myself; but then I travel 
and preach as much as I am able; and the people seem to hear gladly the word ef 
truth. Had 1 the assistance of one ministering brother, we could soon constitute seve- 
ral new churches, and accomplish much other good. ButI reed pecuniary aid also. 
The countey is new, the present pupalatien, just taking possession of their lands and 
making their necessary improvements, can de but little. But it will soon be other- 
wise. They will be able in a short time to de all we need. [I trust, therefore, the 


Home Mission Society will aid me. | Nevertheless, I ama missionary, and | must | 


travel and preach the gospel as leng as I have strength, whether I am aided er net.” 


KENTUCKY. 


From Rev. Thomas S. Malcom, Louisville, March 9, 1844. 


“T feel deeply interested in the success of the Home Mission Society. The 
church of which I am pastor would not, probably, have been in existence but for that 
Society. When, on the 30th of September, 1838, a little band of fourteen was recog- 
nised as the Second Baptist Church in Louisville, without means to erect a meetin 
house, success appeared doubtful. But as the dying Wesley waved his death-struc 
arm and exclaimed, ‘ the best of ail is, God is with us,’ so in the hour of the church’s 
need, God was with it. The fostering aid of the Home Mission Society was for three 
ears extended to it, until on the lst ef May, 1842, we were able to let go the kind 
d that had helped us, and now we are experiencing the truth of the words of 
the Lord Jeaus, that it is more blessed to give than to reccive. The last Annual Re- 
port of the treasurer shows the sum of $243 92 raised fer Foreign Missions within 
one year. Surely those who have contributed to the Home Mission Society, must be 
cheered by this token of God’s approbation. I am surprised that the pastors of our

« . DESTITUTION IN MISSOURI. 


From Rev. J. s. Smith, Monticello. 


“You are aware of the great extent of my field of labor, in which are six regular | 
stations, one of which is twenty-five miles distant. But there are several other places — 


of considerable importance destitute, which I cannot even occasionally supply. 
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4 One of them.is the county seat, where isa small church. Some of the members 
3 recently came to one of my meetings at St. Francisville, and solicited me, for 
the them and p the I went there, and was received 
by the e with that attention and kindness which ministers may expect fromt 
wis aie for want of the bread of life. fur 

“One man, a tavern keeper, not at all religious, requested me to make his house my 
home whenever I visited the place, and offered, if I would preach there, to open his 
house, prepare it for the accommodation of the people te worship, and keep good fires 
in winter. This is only one instance. I have before me three other places, where the 
invitation is quite as urgent,” : | 

There are two counties in this region where there is not an ordained minister resi- 
ding, and but one Baptist preacher ever visits them to preach. 

The Home Mission Society is effecting great and good things in this part of the 
country. Our churches begin to feela proper degree of responsibility in the great — 
work of spreading the gospel around them, and my own heart is deeply affected with 
gratitude to God for inclining Caristians at the “ East” to aid us in the importan 
labor. 

Rey. Benjamin Clark, of Cape Girardeau county, communicates the pleasing intel- 
ligence, that revivals of religion are enjoyed at all his stations. At one of them (the 

New Hope Church) which was organized only a short time ago with bat ten mem- 

bers, forty have been recently baptized, inaking the present number of members 62. i 
In Wayne county, where he —— itinerant duties a portion of his time, upwards 

of one hundred persons have been baptized. 

Brother Clark in expressing his gratitute for the aid received from the Home Mis- 
sion Society, says, “‘ but for that, much of my present field of labor would have been - 
left destitute; but now our prospects are better than they were at any time since my 


first appointment, and if we can enjoy that aid a little longer, I have no doubt we 
shall be in a situation to sustain the cause ourselves.” es 


| ILLINOIS. | 
From Rev. Edwin C. Brown, Quincy, Feb. 1st, 1844. , 


Our church now consists of one hundred and ten members, the most of whom are 


active Christians, but only ten of them were connected with the church when I first 
came tothe place. 


You will be pleased to hear that our meeting house is completed. It is ancat, plain — 
house, well adapted to its purpose. The pews are to be rented in a few days to pay 
the cost of finishing the building, and the pastor’s salary will be raised by subscription. 
But for the aid afforded us by the Home Mission Suciety, I do not see how the 
church could have got along and.kept their meeting house, :nuch less to have brought 
it to°completion, under the favorable cireumstances in which we now possess it. In 
year or two longer, I trust, we shall be allowed. the delightful privilege of aiding 1 
the cause of Christian benevolence, according to our heast’s desire.” 


We cannot deny ourselves the privilege of invitung the attention of our friends to 
y the above case as one of those instances, which strikingly illustrate the usefulness of 
the Home Mission Society. The writer of the letter found the chureh in Quincy in 
an embarrassed and tried condition. The members. of the church were few and fee- 
4 ble: they were destitute of a pastor; their meeting house was only so far advanced | 
as to be protected from the weather; and the expense of its erection had involved =‘ 
them in a debt of serious magnitude, which prevented their increase and caused divi- 
sions among themselves. The only prospect before them was the loss of the property 
and the dissolution of the church. It was at this period the Home Mission Society ex” 
tended its aid in the support of their pastor, and with the divine blessing, the above 
mentioned delightful consequences have followed. There are many other churches 1 
flourishing villages at the West, which, if not in debt, are suffering many disadvante. 
: ges, and might, with our aid and God’s blessing, speedily become strong and useful.

‘“ The good cause of our Lord and Master is progressing finely among us.. Our oh 
increase during the last yeat was 122, mostly by baptism: Since the first of May, I ee 
have, with but few interruptions, supplied four stations regularly, and visited, on spe- 

cial occasions, five towns. During eight weeks’ and a half in which I thus labored, I 
delivered sixty sermons and lectures, attended fourteen conferences and prayer meet- f 
ings, baptized twelve converts, visited eighty-one families,.organized two churches, 7 

and travelled six hundred and twenty miles. | : 

The church in Darwin have procured the brick for a meeting house, and ‘will pro- — 
ceed immediately to build one 50 by 60 feet. They are at present enjoying a gra- 
cious outpouring of the Holy Spirit. The church in Lawrence county are building 
a frame meeting honsé, 50 by 40 feet ; and they, also, are enjoying a refreshing sea- — 
son of grace. All our churches are in a good state, and advancing in the spirit of be- 


Rev. A. B. Harris, of Rock Spring, writes that a larger portion of his time than —_ ‘

INDIANA. 


From a Missionary in Blackford County. 


I can convey to your mind but a faint idea of the disadvantages under which we la- . 

P bor in this wilderness. This and the neighboring counties are quite new, not having 
: _ been occupied more than about eight years, and being only sparsely settled to this day. 
I am often obliged, when travelling from one settlement to another, to direct my way. ae 
by the sun or compass. In addition to this the roads are extremely bad a part of the 


year, so that travelling is very difficult, and sometimes dangerous. Hence you ere 


ceive that prayer meetings and Sunday schools are not easily sustained. ‘Indeed there 
are but few neighborhoods where it can be done with regularity. I am exerting my- 
self, however, and I think I shall succeed in establishing several schools at my sta- 
tions as soon as we can procure libraries. This is a difficult undertaking here as 


money is very scarce, and if we had it there are but few suitable books to be obtained ; 
in this country.” one 


OHIO. 
From Rev. John O. Birdsall, Perrysburg. | 


: When I entered upon my labors here there was but one church, just organized, con- ' 
sisting of thirteen members. It was the only Baptist Church in all the Maumee Val- 
ley, extending one hundred miles in length, and from fifty to one hundred in breadth. 
During the period of my residence here I have had the happintss to baptize one hun- . 
dred and thirteen persons; churches have been organized all around us, and an Asso- 
Ciation has been formed comprising fourteen churches. Yet we are still in all the 

weakness of infancy. Our valley is fertile as the ancient Vale of Sodom; our com- 
mercial advantages, furnished by the opening of the Wabash and Erie canal, are unri- 
valled ; but there is a great paucity of evangelical laborers. Allow me, dear brother, 
to stretch out my hawd, like the Macedonian in Paul’s vision, to my min'stering breth- 
ren at the East, and say, ‘come over and help us.’ Say rot, dear brethren, ‘ it is too 
unhealthy ;’ a residence here of six years justifies me in speaking favorably of the in 
creasing healthfulness of our valley. And if it were otherwise, it is not beyond the 
limits of the Saviour’s commission. If the pale horse, with his terrific rider, makes 
his visits here, is it not enough for us all, that we are not beyond the domain of Oumni- 


potence—that w h ith: f that ise. ‘Lo, I 
with You a are here ™ in the purview o gracious promise, , Tam 
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From Rev. 8. R. Willard, Salem, July 1st, 1843. 


We have enjoyed a time of refreaning from the presence of the Lord, in which the 
display of his grace in the conversion of souls exceeded every thing I ever experienced, 
It seemed as if the whole community were moved, and a large number of our most in- 
telligent inhabitants, male and female, are now among the converts. Our moral power 
and religious influence are very much increased. Amung the subjects of the work are 
several from the Society of Friends, who enter into our benevolent plans with a readi- 
ness which I did nvt anticipate. J give you an illustration. We were visited by an 
agent of the Education Society, and though contributions for such an object were 

uite new to them, and, contrary to their former opinions and practice, they became 
domly interested in the application. The result was a subscription for the support of 
one student at Granville College for five years. | 

Our house of worship is now too small, and we shall be under the necessity of erect 
ing a new one this year, and though our wealth has not increased equally with our num- 


bers, I think the church will feel able to sustain the ministry after this year without 
missionary aid. 


THE VOICE OF WESTERN MICHIGAN. 


Ata meeting composed of ministers and laymen, assembled at Kalamazoo, Nov. Sth, 


1843, to consider the best means for extending and strengthening the churches in this 


vicinity, an earnest application to the H. Mission Society fur aid was agreed up- 
on, and the Secretary was instructed to communicate the following information. | 

“* We have here a fertile land—rather a sparse, but fast increasing population—gene- 
rally one considerable village in each county, and oftentimes more. The rest of the 
population are farmers—ministers are few—churches small and feeble: In some coun- 
ties there is not a single preacher. Christians are poor, generally—and among some 
there is not as high a standard of public effort as there should be, and none but Chris- 


_. tians think of assisting in the support of the gospel. This region is all missionary 


ground. Your society has done something for our assistance, but most of the labor 
and expense has been borne by the ministers themselves, who have come here, and 


preached at their own cost. I have never seen any class of men who I thought were 


sacrificing so much for the gospel’s sake as the ministers in this region. 

In the Eastern States, they have churches to lean upon. The missionary ina foreign 
Jand looks to his society for support, but many of the preachers here can look only to 
God and themselves. 


Some have preached for years without compensation—one who was present at this 


_ ‘Meeting has preached in this way some six or eight years, and built his own meeting 


house in addition, working with his hands six days in the week to support his family 
and carry on his plans of benevolence. : | 

In Kalamazoo county we have five preachers—two of them being constantly em- 
ployed as teachers—but three or four more could be most usefully employed. But in 
Van Buren and Barry, two adjoining counties, I do not know that there is a single 
Baptist minister employed. If the northern counties, brother Jones, your missionary, 
has field enough for several men. | 

We want evangelists. By this we do not mean technically, revivalists, but one who 
shall take his stand in a county and preach in as many places as he shall find practica- 
ble and profitable. Something could be collected on the ground for his support, but in 
some instances not very much, for a while at Jeast. Westera Michigan might have 


been Baptist ground, if as strong efforts had been made by our own as by other denomi- 
nations. 
Give us one man, give us two, give us ten. We want twenty, but would be thank- 
ful for a much less number. We must look to the East mostly for men.” 


From Rev. E. H. Hamlin, Jackson, Mich. 


During the past quarter I have been constantly occupied amidst revivals in this and 
other places. Many conversions have o¢curred and many have been baptized. A new 
church, also, has been organized at Spring Arbor, and a licentiate of the church under 
my care in this place has been ordained as their pastor. Our congregations are much 
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tien and we think will be permanently so. Our prospects are more cheering than 


former period. 


There are revivals in nearly every district around us. Never before, since my resi- 
dence in this State, have they been so numerous and extensive as at present. Our 
churches are large sharers in the blessing. I cannot attend to half the calls for minis- 
terial labor. 
WISCONSIN. 

From a Correspondent in Wisconsin Territory. 
The social character of this Territory is far from being settled. It has hardly be- 


gan to be formed. The soil, climate and productions of the country are so inviting, 


that not only families, but companies are thronging into itfrom all quarters. The par 
ticular cast of character which society will finally assume may not now be easily de- 


termined; but so far as religion is concerned, there is hardly a sect ot name in Europe 


or America which is not represented among us, and whose representatives are not 
anxiously endeavoring to make prevalent their peculiar views. It becomes our churches, 
therefore, as the friends of Christ and the uncompromising advocates of civil and reli- 
gious liberty, to be active in disseminating the pure gospel through every grove and 
prairie, every village and hamlet, lest this matchless valley becomes a marsh of moral 
corruption—the horrible pit and miry clay in which millions of immortal spirits will 
inevitably perish. 
It is unnecessary for me to extend remarks concerning the destitution of the gospel 
in this country. I will only say that, for the-last twelve months, I have been the only 
Baptist minister in the county of my residence, comprising 720 square miles, uniformly 
and thickly settled. In my opinion the Atlantic churches, especially in New York and 
New England would do much more for the good of the country and the spiritual bene- 
fit of men—much more to prevent the prevalence of popery and other corrupt systems, 
were they to expend a quarter or a half of all the money now employed in the sup- 
port of ministers there, in supplying the destitution of this region, than it is possible 
for them to do as they now expend it. Those churches ought to be made more fully 
aware of the relative bearing of the religion, morality and politics of this valley on 
their own destiny, and that of the whole country. It will be but a few years before 


this great moral reservoir will send forth its swelling streams among them, and it will — 


essentially depend upon what they now do, whether those streams will be pure or foul. 
the name of heaven which shall it be ? 


IOWA. 


Rev. M. J. Post, in one of his reports speaks of the new government purhase thus: 


‘‘ This great tract of country is now open for settlement; a large portion of it is already 
occupied ; and so far as my knowledge extends there is not a Baptist minister in the 
whole field. In that important section I desire to devote as much of iny time as pos- 
sible in collecting together the scattered sheep of my master, and organizing churches 
at those points which seem to require them. We have been behind others in our ef- 
forts in the older settlements of the territory: let us not be so here. Your Society has 
cone much for the territory. We owe much to it for the present standing of our min- 
istry and churches, and I earnestly hope you will not withdraw your fostering hand 
from us. If, amidst the pressure of the times, you sometimes think it impossible to 


_ continue your aid, think also of the richness of these fields; the great multitudes of 


people swarming into them, and of the necessity of your making a settlement at the 
same time they do, if you settle at all, unless you can afford to pay the higher price, 
which those who come late must inevitably pay for all their possessions.” = 


From Rev. C, E. Brown, Davenport. 


“In the Davenport Association there are thirteen churches, and only four ministers. 
These churches are all located at important points, and must be taken care of: but 
how can it be done by so few ministers! One ofthe number is at Galena,a place which 
requires nearly his whole time. Another is at Dubuque, a place of sufficient conse- 


quence to employ a strong man all the time. The third is at lowa City, and he is 


compelled to divide his attention between the church in that place, the capital of the 
Territory, and two other churches. And as to myself, besides Davenport and Rock 
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Island, the church at Berlin, fifteen miles up the Mississippi, and that at Camanche 
thirty miles on the Iowa side, with those at Port Byron, sixteen miles, and Fulton, 
forty miles on the [llinois side, are all on my hands. | i" 
But these places comprehend only a small part of the field I am describing. There 
are many other points within the Association which ought to receive immediate and 
efficient attention. At the late session of the body the subject was considered with © 
much solemnity of feeling; and many a heart ached in view of the pressing wants 
which we could not supply. Our prospects are in many respects truly encouraging in 
all this country, and we might reasonably expect much success, if we only had more 
laborers. But while the harvest is great, very great, the laborers are indeed few.” 


Hard service for Missionaries—Funds wanted to aid them. 


Rev. J. N. Seeley, an itinerant missionary, writes from Parkhurst, I. T., November 
4th, that great attention to religion was manifested in his field of labor. So great 
was the desire of the people to hear the Gospel, that they came from distances of se- 
ven to thirteen miles to attend his meetings. One family attended many evenings in 
succession from a distance of nine miles, riding in a eart drawn by oxen, and bringing 
some of their neighbors with them. Seventeen persons had been baptized, and many 


_ others were anxiously inquiring the way of life. 


At the time of writing, our brother had no horse, and was under the necessity of 
proceeding on foot to meet his appointments. On one occasion, while thus journey- 
ing, he became nearly exhausted. Of this incident he speaks in the following affect- 
ing manner: | | 

‘I think the Divine Providence directed me to this territory, and I am in the path 
af duty, though sometimes my faith is sorely tried. This was the case during a jour- 
ney to the northern part of my field. I was crossing the long, bleak prairies, lugging 
my valise, receiving a pelting snow-storm in my face, my feet slopping wet, no house 
in sight, and sometimes not knowing whether I was in the road. At length, whenl | 


_ could proceed no further, I wrapped my cloak around me and cast myself upon the 


ground; but as my falling tears mingled with the snow, I found relief to my swelling 
heart in the thought that I was suffering for Jesus’ sake, and then I praised God that 
I was there. 

“‘T must say, however, that, situated as 1 am, without a horse, or the means of ob- 
taining one, and obliged to go such long distances on foot, my usefulness is much 
abridged and my health endangered. [I trust something will be done for my relief in 
this respect.” 

When this letter was read at the Mission Rooms, such was the sympathy felt for 
the writer by the Executive Committee, that, as it was inconsistent to increase his 
appropriation from the treasury, a sum sufficient to purchase a horse and equipments 
was immediately contributed by the members, and transmitted to him. __ 


From Rev. Daniel Jewett, Vernon.

_ From Rev. William M. Tryon, Washington, Texas. 


“Our congregations begin to assume the same aspect they wore previous to our 
last Mexican difficulties, and in some of them there is manifest seriousness on the sub- 
ject of religion. 

‘‘T recently visited and preached at Egypt, on the Colorado, where I learned that 
I was the second Baptist minister who had been heard there. Some thirty miles 
above that place I passed Eagle Lake. Brother Mercer informed me that, not long 
since, when on a tour in that neighborhood, in company with a minister, to ascertain 
what materials could be collected for a Baptist Church, they found a lone family near 
the lake—the father, mother and two of the children of which indulged hope in Christ. 
They had heard no preaching for many months, and had no Bible; but they had ob- 
tained one Testament, and this they had cut from the binding and divided between 
them, as personal property, thus allowing them all to read, as opportunity presented, 
and by exchanging with each other, enjoyed the privilege of reading all that precious 
book. From thus reading the New Testament, without note or comment, they were 
brought to the knowledge of the truth as it is in Christ, und were desirous of follow- 
ing him down into the Baptismal waters. The relation of their experience of grace — 
was very satisfactory to the brethren.” ee 


EFFORTS FOR THE SLAVES. 


The missionaries of the American Baptist Home Mission Society feel themselves 
restricted, in preaching the Gospel, by no narrower limita than those contained in the 
great commission of their Lord and Master. ‘They deliver their message to every 
creature within their reach—the rich and the poor, the bond and the free. Many in- 
cidents have been reported to us, some of which we have published, illustrating their 
faithfulness in this respect, and the good effects which have followed. We have 
just received a letter from Rev. James Huckins, of Galveston, Texas, in which, among | 
other things, he mentionssome affecting incidents, (and he rarely omits to mention his 
colored friends,) which occurred on his visit to another place. We give them in his 
own words: ‘‘ I was deeply affected, on reaching the plantation of a good sister, near 
Columbia, by the joy expressed by an old negro man. He came running across the 
fields a3 though he had something important to communicate ; and when he got within 
speaking distance, he cried out ‘Massa, O, Massa!’ ‘What do you wish, man?’ I 
inquired. ‘I want to know if you be preacher?’ ‘Yes.’ ‘ Bless de Lord for dat.— 
You Baptist?’ ‘Yes.’ ‘Blessde Lord. Dis what I and my old woman been pray- 
ing for many years.’ ‘ Are you a member of a Baptist church?’ ‘Yes, Massa, I is 
oue, and so is old woman and Tom and Sarah.’ ‘ Do you pray any?’ ‘O yes, Mas- 
_ 8a, ebery day. Could’nt live widout dat; we all pray God to send preacher and raise 

up church, but most get out of heart sometime. But now you come, we hold out » 
good heart little longer.’ | 

“On the next Sunday I preached to the blacks, near Gov. Reynolds’ residence. It 
was the first sermon they have heard since they have been in the country. A great. 
number were present, and they were so overjoyed that they cuuld not restrain 
their feelings, and [ could not find it in my heart to attempt to restrain them from 

shouting alittle. If they had not known my views upun that subject they would have 
made the air ring with expressions of their joy. At the close of the services six came 
forward and gave me their hands and requ sted Baptism.” | 

Brother James McDonald, our missionary in Florida, devotes much of his time in 
the same way. At one of his stations is a church with but one white male member, 
and yet he always writes as if he were as happy in the performance of his pastoral 
duties as many ministers seem who have none but whites in their churches. 


From Rev. C. M. Fuller, Agent, Savannah, Geo. 


_ There is a great lack of ministers in many parts of the southern States, and a desire 
18 extensively manifested for an increase of the number. Much attention is paid, in 
various places, to the religious wants of the slaves; their owners evincing a wish to 
have them instructed in the Gospel. Planters often give one and two hundred dol- 
lars to a minister to labor and preach among their negroes; and there is one preach- 
er in Beaufort district who receives eight hundred dollars per annum for devoting his 
pom time to that sort of labor. I have been requested to send on men for the same

REPORT ON AGENCIES AND FINANCE. 


At thé stated meeting of the Executive Committee of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, held October 5th, 1843, the Secretary was instructed to publish 
the following Report, which was accepted Sept. 11th, 1842: 


REPORT. 


The committee appointed to consider the subject of agencies and financial opera- 
tions within the boundaries of State Conventions, report:—That they have given at- 
tention to the subject, and find that objections have been made to the collection of 
funds for Home mission purposes, by our agents, on the ground of its interference 
with the arrangements of local ‘‘ Boards," who pay their surplus funds into our trea- 
sury; and that such objections have proved serious obstacles to the efficiency and pros- 
perity of the Society. For this-reason, the following resolution was adopted at the 


_ stated meeting ofthe Executive Committee on the 4th of August, 1842: ' 


Resolved, That the provisions in the seventh article of the Constitution of the Ame- 
rican Baptist Home Mission Society, relative to surplus funds, was not intended to 
prevent other efforts of the Executive Committee to obtain funds within the bounda- 
ries of auxiliary bodies; and that, as one of the general societies of our denomination, 
it is the duty of the committee, as specified in the 5th article of the Constitution, to 
direct the labors of their agents to such sections of the country as, in their judgment, 
the interests of the Society may require. 


- Your committee believe the resolution is founded upon just conceptions of the na- 
fo and object of the Society, and the necessities growing out of established financial 
Tu 


The Society has a general character, embracing in its membership auxiliary bodies, 
ministers and others, in every section of the country. It sustains the same relation to 
the Baptist denomination in the United States, for Home Mission purposes, that the 
General Convention, the American and Foreign Bible Society and the Sunday School 
and Publication Society do for the purposes assigned them. In its operations, there- 
fore, the denomination has a common interest. 

Its object is to promote the preaching of the Gospel in North America. In the 
prosecution of this object, it sustains missionaries in nearly every State and Territory 
in the Union, in the British Provinces and in Texas. Each missionary, on entering his 
field, becomes a new centre of influence, which is soon felt throughout the circle of his 
operations, (not unfrequently one of great importance, ) and usually results in bringing 
to light, within that circle, other fields sufficiently important for the labor of other mis 
sionaries. The ever-extending emigration of the people, the formation of new settle- 
ments, and the spiritual success of the missionaries increase the necessity for others 
still, and cause a perpetual solicitation on the part of the settlers for their appoint 
ment and the necessary means of their support. Frequently applications for aid, far 
exceeding the ability of the committee to grant, are pressed upon their attention. It 
should not be overlooked that, to a great extent, those settlers are the brothers and 
Sisters, the children and dear friends of those who constitute the Society. They are 
often members of the same churches with them, and have emigrated thither under cir 
cumstances which render them dependent on the Society for aid. 

The missionaries of the Society invariably enter the field of labor upon moderate 
salaries from our treasury—with but few exceptions, louking to us for only the amount 
of money which is indispensably necessary, and, in numerous instances relying on the . 
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le for the principal part of their support in agricultural productions. They are 
self-denying, faithful and successful ministers of the Gospel. Many of them have left 
situations of comparative ease and comfort in the Atlantic States to endure the priva- 
tions of far distant frontier settlements, relying on the steady support and prompt ful- 
fiment of all the engagements. of the Society as long as necessary. It would be 
great injustice as well as cruelty to disappoint their expectations. But disappoint- 
ment would often inevitably follow if the committee were dependent on the irregular 
and sometimes inconsiderable surplus from auxiliary treasuries. 
As almoners of the church’s bounty and supervisors of their missionary interests, the 
Executive Committee require of those missionaries satisfactory reports of their labors, 
formed according to definite instructions, and only on the reception of them are their 
salaries paid. This is done by drafts on the treasury; and, on account of the distan- 
ces to which they are transmitted and the necessities of the missionaries, they are 


made regular negotiable paper in the money market. They are eagerly sought after | 


by merchants and travellers, and usually find their way into the banks for collection. 

By promptness and integrity, the Society has acquired a commercial character 
which secures the confidence of business men. But it is a character which must be 
preserved, if possible, immutable. Unlike the local conventions and societies who do 
their business on domestic principles, which admit of irregularity and delay, every 
draft must be promptly cancelled un presentation, or the credit of the Society is im- 
paired —an occurrence which, but a few times repeated, would prove the ruin of the 
Society, disastrous to the missionaries, and an occasion of incalculable, if not irremedi- 
able injury to many promising churches of Christ. It is an occurrence, then, that 
must not take place, ifin any honorable way it can be avoided. The effort to avoid it 
should be regarded as a paramount duty of the Executive Committee, especially in 
those emergencies which often unexpectedly occur in financial affairs; and in the dis- 
charge of it they should be entirely unembarrassed by any supervision or control of 
local Societies which would subject them to disappointment or delay. 


While, therefore, our mutual interests will, of necessity, secure a respectful regard, — 


by the Committe and their agents, to the plans of every auxiliary body, and a ready 
co-operation in promoting their interests, it is evidently the true policy of the Com- 
mittee to arrange and carry forward such measures for the collection of funds, in such 
portions of the country and at such times as, in their judgment, the necessities of the 
treasury require. 
And your committee recommend that, in future, the operations of our collecting 
agents be regulated by the views herein expressed.

POPISH EFFORTS—-PROTESTANT SUPINENESS. 


That the Papists are making vigorous efforts to gain a preponderating influence in 


the United States, especially in those which lie west of the Alleghany mountains, is 
evident to all observing persons; that they have succeeded at certain points is well 
known to those who are conversant with their operations; and that there is reason to 
apprehend an extension of their success is obvious to all thinking minds. An immi- 
_ gration of thousands of Papists annually, located at places selected with systematic re- 
gard to the object in view, furnishes great facilities for success in some of our frontier 
cities and districts; and the immigrants being disciplined in subjection to the will of 
their spiritual guides, may, in. certain ways, exert a subordinate influence disadvanta- 
geous to Christian and republican institutions. 

As yet, comparatively few proselytes have been made to the Popish faith from 
among our countrymen; but this want of success cannot long attend the efforts of the 
priests, unless evangelical Christians employ their energies more directly and power- 
fully for the promotion of learning and vital religion among the people. At this day, 
not less than a quarter of a million ot adults, who can neither write nor read, are 
dwellers in the Valley of the Mississippi; and while there are in the same valley a 
million and a quarter of children, rising up to adult age, there are schools there to ac- 
commodate but a half a million, Shall this great mass of mind be instructed in useful 
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literature and science—in the knowledge of the inalienable rights of man—to a preci- 
ate the civil and religious institutions of our country and the rich blessings of the Gos- 
pel—or must they be left in ignorance of all high and ennobling attainments, to be 
trained in the superstitions and bigotry of Rome, and become the servile agents of her 
ambition in this now happy land? The last result must inevitably follow the con- 
tinued indifference of evangelical Christians to this important subject, but it may and 
will be avoided when they act worthy of their high calling. 

We are led into this train of thought by the perusal of a letter from one of our mis- 
sionaries in lowa, from which we give an extract : 

“In Du Buque, the principal place in this territory, Protestants of every denomi- 
nation are struggling for an existence, while the Roman Catholics out-number them 
all. It was a public boast of their bishop, not long since, that there were six hundred 
persons in communion with the church. During the past season, about twenty sisters 
of charity came to the place and still remain there, while all are engaged, by every 
effort in their power, to promote the interests of their church. In doing this, they re- 
sort to the usual modes of Popish operation. The bishop, not long since, published 


a tract, entitled ‘‘ Protestant Misconceptions Corrected,” in which he denied the prac- 


tice of many well-known usages of the Catholic Church, when, to a reply, in which 
their own standard authors proved the correctness of the Protestant allegations on the 
subject, he answered by declaring that such an author was an apostate—that another 
was not the church, and that such a Council was not a legal one, &c., but wholly fail- 
ed to substantiate the denials of his tract. Nevertheless, the Christian community in 
our country must awake and arise to much greater activity in their efforts for this val- 
ley, or there is reason to fear that the Papacy will extend itself in the length of it 
and the breadth of it. Ignorance, spurred on by bigotry and superstition, will draw in 
the Catholic yoke without questioning or doubting, and mere human reason will do the 
same. The whole Protestant community profess to lament this state of things, but 
why do they not act vigorously to change it to a more encouraging condition? Why 
do they not send us more means for enlightening and evangelizing the public mind.” 
Such is the language, in substance, of other correspondents, and in that language our 
churches may learn the importance of the work which they are called to perform.— 


“The West” must be better eupplied with able ministers of the Gospel and made 


much more the subject of prayer. The day has passed by when such representations 
as the above may be treated as fictions. They are sober realities. Christians, espe- 
cially Christian ministers, should open their eyes to the facts which abundantly exist 
to prove them such, and place themselves in the attitude of faithful watchmen on the 
walls of Zion. It is a work which demands their untiring energies—their unceasing 
watchfulness. ‘‘ Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty.”’ 


NEW-HAMPSHIRE ANNUAL REPORT. 


The following extractfrom the Annual Report of the New-Hampshire Baptist Con- 
vention, is worthy of a careful reading, and the serious consideration of all Christians. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


‘The American Baptist Home Mission Society designates another portion of the 
field before us, and refers more particularly to the ‘Great Valley,’ Texas, and the 
 ateanoraeg on the North. The labors of this Seciety will undoubtedly have a great 

aring on the destinies of our country, and the souls of our fellow men. The very 
great importance of having the United States thoroughly evangelized, is manifest on 
account of its present and prospective influence, the perpetuity of our government, 
and the highest interests, temporal and eternal, of the millions that are yet to inhabit 
our extended territories. Lord Brougham was correct when he said in the British 
Parliament, ‘that whatever of freedom England enjoyed under her present institu- 
tions, she was indebted for it to the influence of the Puritans. They were the men 
who withstood the onsets of tyranny. They were the men fit to be the guardians of 
liberty, because they were men of God. Mustered on the high places of the field, 
they carried their bibles in their knapsacks. They were men of conscience and 
prayer.’ And we need such men in the Great West—men of their patriotism, piety, 
and virtue. To secure such, we must have the means of instruction—missionaries, 
Bibles—Sabbath schools, and pastors. And who is to afford this supply—where shall 


we look forhelp? We must do it—the churches at the East, or it will not be done. 


Be done—to be sure it will be done—missionaries and means will be furnished ; and 
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the only question is, shall it be done by Protestants orthe Pope? Shall the religion, — 
the institutions, and the population of the West, be evangelical or papal ? 

The designs and plans of the Pope have been divulged—we know them. His Ho- 
liness has already parcelled out our country into diocesses and bishoprics; and he is | 
continually pouring upon us his priests and his money. It is buta short time since he 
sent over ten thousand dollars to be spent in the single territory of Iowa, to fasten 
upon its new settlers, the religion and institutions of Rome. It is time the alarm was 
- sounded—an invasion by a foreign power should be proclaimed, until its echo is heard 
from every hill top and,through every vale. Ina number of the Annals of the Pro- 
pagation of the Faith is found a statement of the disbursements to the mission in 
the New World, as this country is called in Rome. Here are the items, showing to 
what persons and place this money is appropriated—the sum total of which is one 
hundred and fifty-one thousand four hundred and fifty-four dollars! Thus are our 
civil and religious institutions invaded—a foreign power, hostile to all we hold dear, 
is pouring its immense treasures into our country, to plant the foot of the Beast upon 
our soil. 

What, then, is the duty of Protestants? Shall we lay still, and let the enemy pos- 
sess the land? Shall we withhold the means until it is too late?” 


MONTHLY CONCERT OF PRAYER FOR OUR COUNTRY. 


At the General Home Mission Meeting, he'd recently at Syracuse, N. Y., the fol- 
lowing resolution was unanimously passed. 

Resolved, That we earnestly recommend to the churches throughout this State, and 
respectfully suggest to the entire denomination, that they devote the afternoon or eve- 
ning of the third Lord’s day in each month, to the great object embraced by Home 
Missions, and that a collection be taken up for this object. . | 

We lay the resolution before the churches at this time for their consideration, and 
such future disposition as may seem good in their sight. We dictate nothing. It 
will probably meet with favor by many. Others may prefer to blend the interests of 
the Home Mission cause with those of Foreign Missions, on the first Monday. Bue 
we are confident thatthe time has come when much more prayer should be offered by 
American Christians for our country than heretofore. God grant them a spirit of 
prayer for this purpose. cit | 

_ We add, only, that an article is prepared and transmitted every week to all the Bap- 

list papers of which we have any knowledge, showing the religious condition and wants 
of our country, and the efforts of our Society to spread the gospel ‘in it. The corres- 
pondence of our missionaries is often interesting, affecting, thrilling; and we should re- 
Joice to know that all the pastors of churches were in the habit of making selections 
from those articles, to read on the occurrence of the monthly concerts. It is believed 
that wherever this is done, it will generally add to the interest of the meetings, and in- 
crease the spirit of prayer for our country, as it is known to have done already.

CHEERING CO-OPERATION. 


There is a Missionary Society in New England Village, in Mass., the members of 
which have adopted the practice of meeting statedly for the purpose of listening to ad- 
dresses by some of their own number on subjects previously assigned them. Not long 
since the subject of Home Missions was assigned to one of them, who attended pre- 
pared for the occasion. It so happened that the others who were expected to speak 
on other subjects, were not present, which circumstance gave him an opportunity of 
improving the whole evening. It was a new subject to them all; but aided by our 
last two Annual Reports and Home Mission Record, copious extracts from which 
were read, the time was all occupied, much to the gratification of the people. The 
following extracts of a letter from Mr. D. B. Wingate, of that place, shows a part of 
the results. 

‘IT know not how to tell you of the feeling which it has raised in our Society, but I 

send you $12, as the first fruits of it; this being all the funds now in the treasury.” 
_ “ At our last business meeting a committee of four persons, two ladies and two gen- 
tlemen,»was chosen to circulate a paper among the members for the purpose of obtain- 
ing subscriptions, payable monthly, for the support of a missionary under the direction 
of the Home Mission Society. Our Society numbers sixty members, and I feel confi- 
dent that we shall raise upwards of one hundred dollars to place at the disposal of the 
Society | 

Such co-operation is cheering, indeed. The occurrence of such instances of mission- 


ary zeal is calculated to encourage our hearts and strengthen our hands in the discharge ~ 


of our cesponsible trust, and we would respectfully commend the plan of stated ad- 
dresses mentioned above, to the attention of all the churches.

A TOUCHING NARRATIVE. 


Near the close of the late Home Missionary Meeting at Syracuse, N. Y., a minister. 
made the following statement: A member of his church, when first commencing busi- 
ness in the world, had purchased a dairy farm, four which, by industry and economy, 
he had been able to pay all the purchase money, and on which he continued to thrive. 


It was, however, remote from any village, and the enjoyment of religious and. social 


privileges could only be procured by considerable effort. In due time another farm 
was purchased, more favorably situated and furnished with much more convenient and 
pleasant buildings—to which they removed. This farm was also paid for, and a third 
purchased. During all this time his contributions for benevolent purposes were very 
small, and all solicitation was met by him with the plea that he was in debt. Never- 
theless, he and his companion were under the influence of religious principle, and fre- 
— conversed with each other respecting a return to the old dairy farm, in order 

at, by the sale of one of the others, they might be in better circumstances to aid the 
cause of Christ. These discussions, however, always terminated adversely to any 
change, by the recollection that they were occupying a very comfortable home, sur- 
rounded with ull the enjoyments of life, and the old farm house was dilapidated and 
remote from every enjoyment. 

This good couple were at the missionary meeting until the morning of the last day, 
when it became necessary for them to return home. On parting with their pastor, the 
brother said to him, ‘‘ I wish you to understand that I have now fully determined to 
sell one of my farms immediately.

Iam now willing to part with all the comforts of our present home, if necessafy, 
and return to the dairy farm and make cheese as long as I live, that I may be able to 
do something in spreading the gospel of Christ.”’ : 

The effect ofthis relation was powerful. Few who heard it could refrain from tears, 
or fail to resulve that they would attempt, by some means, more effectually to aid the 

Many who read this article, may receive instruction relative to the way of becoming 
able to aid the cause of benevolence. They maybe indebt. But why? Are they ne- 
cessarily so? Or are they influenced by an inordinate desire to accumulate wealth? 
If so, are they not, by adding field to field, or in any way enlarging their business, so 
as to involve themselves in unnecessary debt, robbing God in tithes and offerings? Is 
not the voluntary assumption of such an embarrassment dangerous to the Christian, 
ruinous to his religious enjoyment and displeasing to God? And yet this is the rea- 
son why many cannot be liberal in their contributions to spread the gospel. Let such 
imitate the example of our farmer brother; and Jet them adopt his language for their 

- motto, ‘* LcAN NO LONGER BE VOLUNTARILY IN DEBT, SO AS TO PREVENT MY DOING 
MY DUTY IN THE CAUSE oF CHRIST.” 


THE WEST—THE WEST. 


Much has been said and written respecting the destitution of the ‘‘ West,” but it is 
a theme which a thousand tongues and pens could not exhaust. In these Atlantic 
States we scarcely begin to understand the real—the great necessity for ministers of 
the gospel beyond the Alleghany Mountains. Not a week passes without the most 
urgent applications at the Home Mission Rooms for an increase of ministers at 

- some very important pwint. Every missionary asks for an assistant in his ‘ wide 
field,” every Corresponding Secretary begs that a reinforcement may be sent forward ; 
every Christian traveller or merchant from the “ far-west” implores us to add to the 
number of our missionaries without delay. The universal testimony is, that Mormons, 
Campbellites, Universalists, Infidels, and Papists are planting themselves in the most 
important villages, and exerting their utmost influence against evangelical religion. 

The increase of population at the far-west isimmense. Our conceptions of it fall far 
short of the reality. We must go and witness it in order to think correctly about it. 
In the new government purchase in Lowa, where less than a year ago the Indian proudly. 
trod, master of the soil, none are now seen. They have abandoned their fields and 
hunting ground ; their wigwam fires are quenched, and in their place are now settled 
not less than 15,000 souls, many of whom are our friends and brethren ; and only, as it 
were, to-morrow we shall hear the names of new villages and cities there, numbering. 
their hundreds and thousands of inhabitants, and the same story told of many of them, 
‘ there is not a minister of the gospel or’ schoolmaster there.’ The population at the 
West, already destitute of the gospel and increasing in numbers every month, victims 
of multifarious errors and perishing for lack of knowledge is very great. They should 
not be computed by hundreds or thousands. Tens of thousands only will do; and yet, 
comparatively, an universal apathy towards them prevails in our midst. Thousands 
of Christians evince it in the scantiness of their offerings or in withholding them en- 
tirely, and scores of ministers exhibit the same feeling either in declining to enter that 
field of labor, or neglecting to acquire information concerning 1t and imparting it to 
their people. Thus men sleep, and the enemy sows his tares; while here and there a 
one laborer, exhausted and nearly fainting beneath the burden and heat of the day, 
lifts his imploring cry to the slumberers to awake and come over and help them. We 
give a specimen in the following language from one of our missionaries in lowa, when 
entreating the Executive Committee to ail one or two ministers already in the territory, 
to devote themselves entirely to the ministry. 

“ Our brethren in the territory are laborious, self-denying men. If our friends at 
‘the East’ could step into some of their cabins and see the humble appearance and fur- 
nishing of their dwellings, and accompany those men of God when travelling far and 
hear upon the wild prairies, amidst the blazing beat of the summer’s sun and the pelt- 
ing of the pitiless storms of winter, to preach the gospel; could they be eye witness- 

‘ es of the destitution which every where prevails in the country ; could they once see 

thriving, promising villages, rising up.to influence and inportance, where we have 
churches languishing for the want of ministers; could they hear the calls upon the i 
missionaries to go here and there, uttered by anxious Christians and even impenitent | — 
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_ they produce as those missionaries do, the Home Mission Board would never be com-

men and women: I say, could they see and hear those things, and feel the folicenve 


pelled to turn away another applicant for aid because they have no funds. No! your 


treasury would be filled to overflowing, and the spiritually poor would be satisfied with 
the bread of life.” 


PETER DOWSE. 


Rev. C. M. Fuller, our agent in Massachusetts, gives the following account of a 
colored man of the above name, and his wife, whom, he found while visiting in Billeri- 
ca with a ministering brother, their pastor: 

Peter is poor, all he possesses on earth not being worth, probably, more than $200, 
but he is respected by all the inhabitants of the town. He receives but seventeen dol- 
lars per month for his labor, boarding himself, yet he pays twenty dollars per annum 
for horse hire, to carry his wife to meeting, (the place of worship being over five miles 
distant, and she being unable to walk so far,) and fifteen towards his minister's sup- 
port. | 

His wife can do but little, yet. she contrives to aid in carrying out the benevolent 
plans of ber husband. Her principal dependence is upon the berries, which, when 
they are ripe, she picks and sends to market, and by the avails is enabled to contribute 
to several charitable objects, , : 

When introduced, [ was welcomed almost as an angel of light, each of them express- 
ing great thankfulness for the privilege of seeing an agent of the Home Mission So- 
ciety in their house and contributing to so important an object. I had asked for no- 
thing, and expected nothing, but their pastor told me they loved to work for Christ. I 
ascertained, however, that they had already been liberal in contributing to the Foreign 
Mission cause, and they both desired to become regular subscribers on my books, of 
two cents a week each, which will make their joint subscriptions for Foreign and Home 
Missions TEN DOLLARS A YEAR. 


_ How large the amount, compared with their income, or with the subscriptions of 
some rich men! 

I inquired of her how she expected to fulfil all her pledges, and she replied, “ the 
Lord will prosper me to do it,”” She then told me that she became a little discourag- 
ed last year on account of the scarcity of berries, but a neighboring farmer unexpected- 
ly gave her the privilege of picking in a lot of his where they were abundant, and from 
which he excluded all other persons, thus enabling her to pay all her annual donations, 
and encouraging her to believe that always, hereafter, ‘the Lord will provide.” __ 

The above is a simple story, but it illustrates inan unusual degree the piety, the faith 
and benevolence which may sometimes be found among the lowly disciples of Jesus. 
What an example do these poor people set before us! On what rich spiritual luxuries 
must they subsist in their obscurity from the world—their proximity to the throne of 
grace—their loved retreat from worldly ambition and vanity! Oh, that their Christian 
spirit may pervade the whole Church of Christ!

for a beginning, especially if the object have the support of the pastor. With these 
commence, organize, send information of the fact to the Secretary of the parent So- 
ciety, and proceed to increase the number till, if possible, the sum raised shall be at 
least equal to one cent a week for each member of the church. The day of small 
things must not be despised. In some instances the contribut'on of a society of five 
members will be more than was ever given for Home Missions by the whole church. 


FORM OF A CONSTITUTION. 


_— The following form of a Constitution we submit as being substantially all that is re- 
quisite for any Society : 

be Ast. This Society shall be called the ; and shall be 
auxiliary to the American Baptist Home Mission Society. 


i 2d. The Society shall consist of such persons as contribute to its funds not less than 
one cent a week. 
4 3d. The business of the Society. shall be conducted by a Board of Managers con- 
sisting of not less than three persons, to be chosen annually: the first of whom shall be 
_ Chairman, the second Secretary, and the third Treasurer: they shall have power to 
fill vacancies in their number when they occur, and to do all things necessary to the 
execution of their trust, according to the provisions of this Constitution. 
4th. It shall be the duty of the Board of Managers to endeavor to obtain the ser- 
vices of a sufficient number of female collectors tu render the labor of collecting the 
contributions of the members easy; and to meet (monthly or quarterly, as may be 
most expedient )—for the reception of funds and reports from the collectors. The col- 
lectors are to gather the contributions from members assigned them, and pay over the 
amount to the treasurer at the stated meetings of the Board, and obtain new subscri- 
bers as they have opportunity. : 
‘5th. There shall be an annual meeting of the Society held on the day of —— 
at which time the Board shall make a report of their proceedings, including the re-- 
ports of the collectors, with a list of their respective contributions and the amount col- 
lected; and the Board of Managers for the ensuing year shall also be elected. 
6th. The Treasurer shall make remittances of the funds received, to the treasurer 
of the Parent Society, quarterly or semi-annually, dating from the month of April. 
7th. This Constitution may be altered at any annual meeting of the Society, by 4 
majority of the members present. 


PRIVILEGES. 


For every $30 paid into our treasury, whether from a church, society, or individual, 
a member for life can be constituted ; and for $100 a director for life. Any church or 
society paying $100 or upwards, annually, can have the privilege of designating it for 


the support of some particular missionary, who will be required to make stated reports 
to them in return.

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ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


An Act to incorporate the American Baptist Home Mission Society. Passed April 
12th, 1843, by a two-thirds vote.. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
, enact as follows : 

‘1, All such persons as now are, or may hereafter become members of the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, formed in the city of New York, in the year one thou- 
- gand eight hundred and thirty-two, shall be, and hereby are constituted a body corpo- 
rate, by the name ofthe American Baptist Home Mission Society, for the purpose of 
promoting the preaching of the gospel in North America. 

2. The net income of said Society arising from their real estate shall not exceed the 
sum of ten thousand dollars annually. oe aa 

3. This Corporation shall possess the general powers and be subject to the provi- 
sions contained in title third of chapter eighteenth of the first part of the Revised Stat- 
utes, so far as the same are applicable, and have not been repealed. ; 

This Act shall take effectimmediately. 
5. The Legislature may at any time modify or repeal this Act. —

_ An Act to incorporate the American Baptist Home Mission Society. 


Passed April 12th, 1843, by a two-thirds vote. 


_ The People of the State of New-York, represented in Senate and 


_ Assembly, do enact as follows : 


1. All such persons as now are, or may hereafier become members 
of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, formed in the city 
of New-York, in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
two, shall be, and hereby are constituted a body corporate, by the 
name of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, for the pur- — 


_ pose of promoting the preaching of the Gospel in North America. 


2. The net income of said Society arising from their real estate 
shall not exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars annually. — 

3. This Corporation shall possess the general powers and be sub- 
ject to the provisions contained in title third of chapter eighteenth 
of the first part of the Revised Statutes, so far as the same are ap- 
plicable, and have not been repealed. | 

4, This Act shall take effect immediately. 


5. The Legislature may at any time modify or repeal this Act.

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CONSTITUTION 
OF THE 


AMERICAN BAPTIST HOME MISSION SOCIETY. 


Articte I. This Society shall be called the American Baptist Home Missios 
Society. 


ArticLe IT. The great object of this Society shall be to promote the preaching of 
the Gospel in North America. 

Articce III. Any person may become a member of this Society by contributing 
annually to its funds: thirty dollars paid at one time shall constitute a member for life ; 
one hundred dollars paid at one time shall constitute a director for life ; and any person 
on paying a sum which, in addition to any previous contsibution, shall amount to one 
hundred dollars, shall be a director for life;-and any Baptist Church or Association, 
or State Convention, or Missionary Society, that contributes annually to the objects of 
this Society, shall be entitled to be represented by one or more delegates in its annual 
meetings. 

Articte IV. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice-Presidents, a 
Treasurer, an Auditor, a Corresponding Secretary, a Recording Secretary, and fifty 
Directors, who shall be annually appointed by the Society. | 

Articte V. The Officers and Life Directors shall appoint an executive Board of 
thirteen persons, exclusive of the Treasurer, the Corresponding Secretary, the Record- 
ing Secretary and Auditor, residing in the city of New-York and its vicinity—the 
Treasurer, the Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary and Auditor, shall be 
members, ex-officio, of the Executive Board, five of whom shall be a quorum at any 
meeting regularly convened. This Board shall have power to appoint its own meet- 
ings, form its own rules of business, and fill any vacancies which may occur during 
the year, and convene special meetings of the Officers and of the Society ; shall ap- 
point missionaries, and instruct them as to the field and manner of their labors; shall 
dispose of the funds for the objects of the Society, provided that all moneys contributed 
_ for any specific purpose shall be faithfully applied only to that particular object; shall 

create such agency or agencies for the appointment of missionaries, and for other pur- 
poses as the interests of the Society may require ; and shall make an annual report of 
their proceedings to the Society. All the Officers, Executive Board, Agents and 
Missionaries of the Society, shall be members of some regular Baptist church, in gen- 
eral union with the body of that denomination. | 

‘Articte VI. The Treasurer shall give bonds te such amount as the Executive 
Board shall think proper. 

ArticLe VII. Any Baptist Missionary Society may become auxiliary, by agreeing 
to pay into the treasury of this Society the whole of its surplus funds, and sending to 
the Corresponding Secretary a copy of its constitution and annual reports, mentioning 
the names of its missionaries, and the fields of their operations. 

ArtTicLe VIII. Every Auxiliary Society who shall agree to pay the whole of its 
funds to this Society, shall be entitled to a missionary or missionaries, to labor in such 
field as it may designate, to an amount at least equal to that of its contributions ; pro- 
vided such designation be made at the time of payment. 

ARTICLE IX. The Officers of Auxiliary Societies shall be, ex-officio, Directors of 
this Society, and their members shall be members of this Society. 

ArticLe X. The annual meeting of the Society shall be held at such time and 


place as the Society shall determine at a previous annual meeting, or as the Executive 


Board shall determine. 
ArticLe XI. No alteration of this Constitution shall be made without an affirma- 
tive vote of two-thirds of the members present at an annual meeting; nor, unless the

THIRTEENTH ANNIVERSARY. 


The Thirteenth Anniversary of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society was held in the Meeting-house of the First Baptist 
Church, in Providence, R. I., on Tuesday, April 29th, 1845. 

The President, Hon. Heman Lincoln, of Massachusetts, took the 
chair at half-past two o’clock, P.M. After singing, and reading the 
scriptures, prayer was offered by brother Barnaby of Massachusetts. 

Ministering brethren present, not members or delegates to the 
Society, were invited to take seats and aid in the deliberations of 
the body. 

A Committee was appointed to receive the names and examine 
the credentials of delegates to this body from auxiliaries, consisting 
of brethren J. M. Linnard of Pennsylvania, J. M. Graves of Massa- 
chusetts, J. B. Jeter of Virginia, John Peck of New-York, and — 
Fletcher of Vermont. | 
_ A Committee for the nomination of officers was also appointed, 
consisting of brethren G. S. Webb of Pennsylvania, A. Wilson of 
Maine, J. H. Brouner of New-York, D. Dunbar of Massachusetts, 
and B. Smith of New-Hampshire. 

The Treasurer, brother R. W. Martin, presented his Report, ac- 
companied with a certificate of its correctness, by the Auditor, bro- 
ther J. R. Ludlow, which, on motion of brother Marchant of Rhode 
Island, seconded by deacon G. Robinson of Connecticut, was ac- 
cepted and ordered to be printed with the Minutes of this meeting. 

The Corresponding Secretary, brother B. M. Hill, read an abstract 
of the Annual Report of the Executive Board, which, on motion of 
brother A. Bennett of New-York, seconded by brother Webb of 
_ Pennsylvania, was accepted and ordered to be printed, as usual, un- 

der the direction of the Board. | 

The Report contained statements of the death of several Direc- 
tors, particularly that of Rev. Jonathan Going, D. D., one of the 
principal founders, and the first Corresponding Secretary of the So- 
ciety. Whereupon, on motion of brother Wildman of Connecticut, 
and at the request of the President, solemn prayer was offered by 
brother Baron Stow of Massachusetts, that those deaths might be 
sanctified for the good of the Society.

and as a separation seems to many minds, inevitable, owing to the strong views of 
Churches and individuals against the appointment of Slaveholders to serve the Society, 
and as such views prevail principally at the north, therefore, in case of such separa- 
tion, we recommend the adoption of the following resolutions : : 

lst. Resolved, Should such separation among the former friends and patrons of the 
Society, be deemed necessary, that the existing Charter be retained by the northern 
and other churches, which may be willing to act together upon the basis of restriction 
against the appointment of Slaveholders. : | 

2d. Resolved, That the Executive Board be instructed, in such case, toadjust, upon 
amicable, honorable and liberal principles, whateverclaims may be presented by brethren 
who shall feel, upon the separation, unable further to co-operate with the Society, or 
disposed to form a separate organization at the South.

* Among other labors reported by those missionaries are 9,974 sermons preached ; 
-1,101 lectures or public addresses delivered; 16,426 pastoral visits; 4,307 prayer 
Meetings attended; 1015 hopeful conversions occurred ; 1,362 signatures to the tem- 
einen pledge obtained, and 106,952 miles travelled. The monthly Concert of 
rayer is observed at 92 stations. In addition to the Sunday-schools connected with 
the churches are 64 Bible classes, in which are 802 pupils, and the S. S. libraries are 
furnished with 11,286 volumes. Besides contributing towards the support of their 
ministers, and for the necessary incidental expenses, the churches aided have paid for 
various benevolent purposes about $1,000 within the year. 


t During the first five or six years of the Society’s operations, full reports of labor 
were seldom made by the missionaries ; hence they cannot be given with definiteness ; 
but the numbers here given are believed to be considerably below the facts. 
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ANNUAL REPORT. 


With profound gratitude to the Divine Benefactor for the ex- 
perience of his goodness, and for the manifestations of his mercy 
to mankind, the Executive Board of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society offer their Thirteenth Report. 

The missionary year which this day terminates has presented — 
to us varied scenes and circumstances: hope and fear, joy and 
sorrow, have alternated throughout its whole duration. 


DEATSHS. 


Among the occasions of our sorrow, was one in which we are 
confident the Society, universally, have sympathized with us 
We allude to the decease of loved coadjutors in the Christian en-. 
terprise whose interests we are assembled to promote. 

Rev. Jonathan Going, of Ohio, a director for life, and by elec- 
tion, the first Corresponding Secretary of the Society, and, indeed, 
its founder, has ceased from his labors. In many departments 
of Christian effort he distinguished his course by great useful- 
ness, but this was especially the case in the cause of Home Mis- 
sions. If there was one object of Christian benevolence upon 
which his mind loved to dwell, and to promote which he was 
willing to labor and sacrifice more than for another, it was that 
catise. His last thoughts in death lingered with deep anxiety 
around its prospects; his last prayers were offered for its pros- 
perity. Surely, then, it is appropriate to pause a moment, and 
drop a tear of sorrow over the record of his death: while, 
gathering fresh confidence in God by the recollection of his faith- 
fulness to our departed brother, we may also feel encouraged 
to engage, with increased diligence, in the work left for us to per- 
form ; until, like him, full of hope and peace, we leave the scenes 
of our toil, and enter into rest. | 

Rev. William T. Brantly, of South Carolina, a director by 
election, and Rev. William George Miller, of Connecticut, a di- 
rector for life, have also departed, we trust, to be with Christ. 
“Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord.” 
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AUXILIARY RELATIONS. 

Our auxiliary relations continue harmonious. In some instan- 
ces the bonds of union have been particularly strengthened, and, 
we hope, the foundation is laid for the increased usefulness of the 
Society, and those bodies to which it is thus related. 

The number of State Auxiliaries is nineteen. A list of them 
accompanies this Report. 


DIRECTORS AND MEMBERS FOR LIFE. 


We mention, with much satisfaction, the addition of nineteen 
names on the list of Directors, and one hundred and twenty-four 
to that of Members for life: making the total number of the for- 
mer, 194, and of the latter, 834. ‘ 


LEGACIES. 


Legacies, to a generous amount, have been received from the 
estates of the late Josiah Flint, of New-Hampshire, Miss Betsey 
Hutchinson, of Vermont, John Ward, of New-York, Thomas 
Cooper, of Georgia, and Rev. Amos Dodge, of Illinois. 


AGENCIES. 


Six collecting agents have been employed during the past 
year: two of them constantly, and the others a part of the time. 
‘The first two were Rev. Messrs. C. M. Fuller and Charles Mor- 
ton ; the others were Rev. Messrs. John Peck, Charles E. Brown, 
T’. P. Ropes, and Eleazer Savage. | 

From the labors of these brethren the Society has derived 
much benefit, not only by the amount of funds collected, but also 
by missionary work performed, by the diffusion of missionary 
information and the cultivation of the missionary spirit among 
the churches. | | 

It should also be stated, that, by an arrangement with the 
New-York Convention, we have relinquished, for a portion of — 
the time, our exclusive claim to the services of Rev. John Peck, 
and, in return, the interests of the Society receive constant atten- 
tion from its agents, without expense. ‘This arrangement there- 
fore, adds the gratuitous services of one agent (Rev. Lewis Leo- 
nard) all the time, and of another (Rev. J. Peck) for half the 
year. ‘T’he attention of our agents in that state is, in like man- 
ner, bestowed upon the interests of the Convention. 


FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


_The receipts into the treasury for the year ending April Ist, 
1844, were $13,401 76. Including those of auxiliaries, $51,813 52. - 
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Deducting the liabilities from the amount in the treasury at 
the close of the year, there was a balance against the Society 
of $3,869 61. | 
The receipts for the year ending April Ist, 1845, were — 
$18,675.68, being $5,273 92 more than the previous year. ‘In-— 
cluding those of auxiliaries, the amount is $49,300 89. At the 
same date the resources of the Society, immediately available 
were $4,236 49, and the liabilities $11,745 21, making the balance 
against the Society $7,508 72. 

By energetic and prudent efforts, our collecting agents have 
increased our funds beyond the amount of any previous year, 
and enabled us to extend missionary operations considerably ; 
embracing some important stations which promise increased 
strength to the cause, and liberal returns to the treasury, at no 
distant period. It is proper, however, to add, that a much larger 
amount than has been placed at our disposal, might have been 
advantageously employed in promoting the important objects of 
the Society. While we have unhesitatingly appropriated aid to 
the needy, as our means allowed, we have not felt authorized or 
disposed to anticipate supplies to any amount, which might, by 
any contingeacy, prove embarrassing. Our experience has sa- 
tisfied us that this policy is not only the safest, but in the end, the 
most efficient. | 


MISSIONARY OPERATIONS. 


Encouraged by increased receipts into the treasury, we have 
favorably responded to the greater part of the applications regu- 
larly presented for missionary appointments. ‘The unprecedent- 
ed increase of population in some of the states, has caused con- 
tinual applications for aid, in men and money ; neither of which, 
however, especially the first, have we been able to furnish to the 
requisite extent. | } 

Previous to the last anniversary, a missionary was appointed 
to proceed to Oregon, but, for satisfactory reasons, his departure 
was deferred. Another has been more recently appointed to ac- 
company him to that new and far distant field; and, with a nu- 
merous body of emigrants, among whom are many Baptist fami- 
lies, they are now probably prosecuting their long and hazardous 
journey across the Rocky mountains. We are happy um believ- 
ing that the physical, intellectual and moral qualifications of both 
of those brethren, together with great experience as pioneer mis- 
sionaries, eminently fit them for the difficult service in which 
they have volunteered. : 

A more effectual door has been opened for our efforts in Wes- 
tern Canada. At the special invitation of the Home Mission So- 
ciety of that province, we have arranged a plan of operations 
which promises success. An exploring agent has been employed 
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there during the past winter, through whom much valuable in- 
formation has been collected, and by whom the churches have 
received much benefit. Several competent ministers should en- 
ter that field immediately. It is one which promises to such a 
good degree of usefulness and support. : | 
In some of the churches, supplied by our missionaries, the Lord 
has graciously revived his work, and granted them large increase 
of members; but, generally, it has been otherwise ; the whir'- 
wind of political excitement which recently swept across our 
country, reached those plants of the Lord, and, though it did 
not uproot, or seriously dismember them, it marred the beauty of 
their foliage, and destroyed much of their precious fruit. Our 
brethren’s thoughts and talents were diverted from spiritual to 
earthly interests, and earthly consequences have followed. One 
result, already developed, is a much less number of baptisms re- 
ported, than for several previous years. | | 
For a condensed view of the labor and results reported by 
each missionary, we respectfully refer the Society to the “ Mis- 
sionary 'T'able” accompanying this Report. | 


SUMMARY OF LABORS AND RESULTS, 


The number of missionaries and agents who have labored | 
under our commission the past year, is 99; being 36 more than 
_ the previous year. They labored in 20 States and Territories, 
in Canada and Texas. ‘They statedly supplied not less than 300 
stations, and performed their usual large amount of pastoral and 
itinerant duty.” The amount of time bestowed by them, jointly, 
upon those stations, was 62 years. 

They report the baptism of 818 persons; the organization of 
51 churches; and the ordination of 32 ministers. At their sta- 
tions are 145 Sunday schools, connected with which are 3,910 

~ pupils ; 7 houses of worship have been completed, and twenty- 
four others commenced ; 51 young men are preparing for the 
ministry, and 4 churches, heretofore aided, have become able to 
support the gospel without further aid from our treasury. 

Our auxiliaries report the employment of 260 missionaries and 
agents, who have jointly performed 138 years and 6 months’ la- 
bor, baptized 1,435 persons, organized 18 churches, and ordained 
15 ministers. Four churches at their stations require no further 
missionary aid. | | | 

The aggregates of these labors and results, are 359 missiona- 
ries and agents employed; 200 years’ labor performed ; 2,253 
persons baptized ; 69 churches organized ; 47 ministers ordain- 
ed; and 8 churches enabled to support the gospel independently 

of missionary funds. 
_By adding to the account of the past year’s labor, that of pre- 
vious years, as far as ascertained,t it appears that, since the for-

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mation of the Society, its missionaries have jointly performed 
upwards of 800 years’ labor, statedly supplied between one and 
two thousand stations, baptized 14,424 persons, organized 531 
churches, and ordained 215 ministers. 

A large proportion of those churches still exist and thrive, and 
many of them have become strong and useful. The baptism of 
those 14,000 persons was based upon their profession of faith in 
Christ and the ordinary evidence of regeneration ; hence, it is 
believed they are the chiidren of God, and heirs of eternal life. 
What wondrous fruits of Divine grace! How blessed the instru- 
mentality of the Society! How rich the returns for their offer- 
ings and prayers ! | 


GENERAL RESULTS. 


In the States and Territories to which the attention of the So- 
ciety has heen directed, some of the strongest churches, occupying 
prominent places, and deeply imbued with the missionary spirit, 
owe their origin or successful progress, under God, to its timely 
interposition and fostering care. Multitudes of churches and 
ministers, and missionary societies, testify to its usefulness, with 
expressions of gratitude for the share of which they have been 
partakers. ‘They make affecting mention of the weakness from 
which they have been raised up to strength ; of the limited con- 
ceptions of duty which once prevented their co-operation in 
measures of general. benevolence, and of the greater prosperity 
and enjoyment since receiving our missionaries as their spiritual 
_ guides. They speak of divisions and contentions which long — 

distracted them, being effectually removed, and of blissful har- 
mony binding them in Christian union, through the instrumen- 
tality of some minister, sent to them by the Society. Numbers 
of them thank God for the service of our missionaries, at a mo- 
ment when false teachers had appeared to mislead the young and 
inexperienced of the flock; and many devoted men of Gcd, 
whose temporal necessities greatly limited their spiritual useful- 
hess, have spoken, in happy strains, of being enabled by our aid, 
to give themselves wholly to the work of the minis‘ry. Through 
their instrumentality, communities have been reformed, settle- 
ments, villages and cities have been blest, and multitudes of im- 
mortal beings have been turned from the error of their ways to 
serve the Lord. We might speak, also, of efficient missionary 
bodies which received their first impulse to action from the influ- 
ence of the Society. We might allude to a large Western State, 
which, for ten years, received the attention of the Society; in 
. which, thirteen years ago, less was done to promote the interests 

of the Redeemer, than by some single associations in older states ; 
but where, now, a strong and well conducted auxiliary in it, is 
supplying the remaining destitution, liberally promoting all the 
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important objects of Christian benevolence, and entirely exempt- 
ing us from the expense of a single missionary within the State. 
They attribute this great change of circumstances to the blessing 
of God upon the efforts of the Home Mission Society. 


PRESENT PROSPECTS. 


This work, the Society is now performing more extensively, 
and with greater success, than at any former period. Its mis- 
sionaries are found at the capitals, or county seats, or commer- 
cial cities, and in agricultural districts of twenty States and Ter- 
ritories, including Canada and Texas, though chiefly in the val- 
ley of the Mississippi. The labors of those missionaries are de- _ 
sired by the people; their views of scripture doctrine, of church 
order and government, and of civil and religious institutions are, 
generally, approved ; and, instead of ever uttering the inquiry, 
“who hath believed our report?” with scarcely an exception, 
their continual and urgent request is, for more laborers to assist 
in gathering in the ripened harvest. A large number of other 
villages, cities and counties, would gladly receive such ambas- 
sadors of Christ as this Society would introduce among them, 
and liberally co-operate in their support ; and several well-quali- 
fied ministers now ask to be introduced there, who, if provision 
be made for their support by the Society, should be immediately 
appointed. ‘The entire amount expended the past year upon 
twenty States and Territories, might be advantageously expend- 
ed, the ensuing year, upon five or six. | 


UTILITY OF HOME MISSION OPERATIONS. 


From these and other statements, more in detail, furnished by 
good authority, we have been led to regard the Home Mission 
€nterprise as possessing an importance in the system of benevo- 
lent operations, which but few, comparatively, are yet prepared 
to appreciate. That importance has been often set forth in all 
the imagery of language, and the sober reality of facts; but the 
imagery has soon lost its charm, and the facts their force, in the 
distance through which they were seen. The story of the strug- 
gles of feeble churches, at the distance of a thousand miles, how- 
ever. told, may excite sympathy ; but familiarity with the pecu- 
liar circumstances which cause those struggles, is essential to a 
just conception of the importance of the effort which must be 
made in their behalf. | 

The history of thousands of churches raised up by missionary 
Operations, contains incontrovertible evidence of their utility, not” 
only in promoting the spiritual interests of the human family, 
but also, in imparting a healthful character to the people, and in 
establishing civil and religious liberty. The wisdom of such 
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operations, therefore, cannot be problematical ; and instead of 
hesitation on the part of any, it would be far better for all to in- 
crease their zeal in extending to the young churches of our coun- 
try, in the day of their weakness, the aid which will multiply the 
proofs of that utility. 


THE PRESENT TIME TO BE IMPROVED. 


A great many facts demonstrate, also, that the time for earnest, 
efficient effort in this great work, has fully arrived. So faras — 
ascendancy of pure civil and religious principles in our country 
is concerned, it is emphatically our duty to do, with our might, 
whatsoever our hands find to do; and so far as the spiritual in- 
terests of our fellow-men claim attention, “ now is the accepted 
time, and now is the day of salvation.” None can now be igno- 
rant of the zealous efforts, made at certain foreign points, to es- 
tablish influences in our country, subversive of the free institu- 
tions which originated in the patriotism and piety of our fathers, 
and are still fondly cherished by ourselves. Their success would 
be to them a soul-satisfying reward. ‘The hope of that.success 
_ is their stimulus to exertion ; the determination to defeat it, and 
to preserve the precious blessings we enjoy, should be ours. 

Upon this subject the voice of warning has been repeatedly 
and faithfully uttered in our hearing; and its latest cry still 
rings with loud and startling notes upon our ears. It was spo- 
ken by our countrymen and brethren, amidst violent assaults 
upon their political liberty, and their cherished use of the Bible 
in the education of their children. It is a voice which we can- 
not disregard with impunity. It should arouse us to immediate 
action ; it should impel us to an united, vigorous effort to spread 
the gospel, till in every settlement of our country a church of 
Christ shall be established, and furnished with an able minister 
of the New Testament. | | 

The enjoyment of our present liberties is traced to the influ- 
ence of the gospel: and upon that influence we must depend for 
their perpetuity in all coming ages. It does not require a pro- 
phet’s ken to understand that our neglect to establish and extend 
it, will result in the ruin of all which we as Christians love, and 
the triumpk. of all we dread on earth. Our national institutions 
are excellent, and furnish us enjoyments which the whole world 
might covet, but it were presumption to rely merely upon them 
for secure possession of those enjoyments. There is no irrevo 
cable law of God granting them to us for that purpose; nor any 
reasonable ground to hope that we shall retain them beyond the 
| period in which we use them subserviently to the interests of 
‘Christ. The same God who stripped his ancient people, the 

Jews, of their distinguishing privileges, and the early Christian 
nations of their evangelical possessions, still reigns, the God of 
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nations ; and though we professedly acknowledge him as su- 
preme, we might well fear to neglect or misuse our present liber- 
ties, lest he exercise his supremacy in disappointing our expecta- 
tions ; in reversing our present political and ise ios condition, 
and in permitting darkness to cover the land, and gross darkness 
the people. Limited, indeed, are the spiritual enjoyments of any 
people, when subjected to the restraints of civil or ecclesiastical 
tyranny. | 

The gospel we are now abundantly able to bestow upon our 
country universally ; and by doing so, we shall increase its mo- 
ral power, and aid in preserving it from perils which threaten its 
social and moral interests. ‘I’o disseminate it, then, 1s our duty 


and privilege. It is a work appropriate to us and our times. 


Our obligations to God and man, to the churches of Christ, and 
even to ourselves, demand its performance ; and demand it now, 
when we can and may perform it. If we slumber over this duty 
till the locks of our strength are shorn, we may awake to see our 
liberties begirt with the iron band of intolerance, and to learn 
that resistance against either predominant religious or political 
tyranny is a hard if not an impracticable work. Cae | 
God’s blessed word, when dispensed to man, will not return to 
him void. It shall prosper in the thing whereunto it is sent. 
And is it not sent to promote the victory of Christ, over all his 
enemies? A whole-souled effort of his disciples, vigorously put 
forth, and perseveringly maintained, will, with the Divine bless- 
ing, aid in that victory; prepare them to join in the triumph, 
and enable them to transmit to following generations, a legacy 
- invaluable worth—the glorious gospel—the world’s last, best 
lope. 
__ In this closing act of our official relation to the Society, we feel 
it our privilege to invite the co-operation of every member in such 
an effort. Surrounded as we may find ourselves with difficul- 


" ties, and perplexed as we may be with opposite views of expedi- 


ency or duty touching the organized form of that co-operation, 
still, let us labor for the consummation of the — object. Let 
us proclaim the gospel of salvation through Christ, freely, liber- 


_. ally, and immediately throughout our wide-spread field. Let all 


increase their exertions, their contributions, their prayers: and 
thus increase the ability of the Society to promote the great ob- 
jects of its existence—to encou rage the young and feeble church- 


_ eS, to resist the powers of darkness, and to win to Jesus Christ 


the rebellious sonsofmen. And may its operations be accompa- 
med with that influence of the Holy Spirit, which will render them 
the power of God unto salvation, to every one that believeth.

APPLICATIONS FOR AID. 


INFORMATION REQUIRED. 


All applications for our aid should be accompanied with information on ALt the ful- 
lowing points. 

Let the information, in all cases, be given briefly and without comment; after which 
any other information or-explanation thought necessary can be added. 


FOR ONE CHURCH. 


‘The name of the Church; the town, settlement, or village, county and State in 
which it is situated; the post-office address of the correspondent; the estimated num- 
ber of inhabitants in the village or settlement; the number of communicants in the 
Church; the average number of attendants of all classes and ages at public worship 
on Sundays; the name of the minister proposed ; his post-office address ; his age ; 
the number of his family (if he have one) exclusive of himself, dependent on him for 
support ; whether he is regularly ordained, or a licentiate; the date when it is desi- 
rable his appointment should commence ; the portion of time he is to devote; the to- - 
tal amount of salary necessary for his support in order that he may be wholly engaged 
in the ministry ; the portionof that salary which they will engage to pay for the given 
time ; the portion which any auxiliary or other missionary body, propose to pay; 
the least amount that will suffice from the Society for the same period; whether there 
is another Baptist Church, and any of other denominations in the placo; and any 
circumstances in their case to illustrate the necessity of their application. — 


FOR TWO OR MORE CHURCHES. 
If the labors of the minister are to be divided between two or more churches, in- 


formation as above, respecting each one is necessary ; and what proportion of his time 


each church or settlement is to receive. 


FOR A VILLAGE OR SETTLEMENT. 


if the application is for the supply of a settlement or village, where there is no oF 
ganized Church, let the above information be given, substituting the name of the set- 
tlement or village for the church, and stating the number of Baptist members known 


to be residing in it; or who, residing in the neighborhood, will probably unite in at- 
tending public worship with them. 


WHO SHOULD MAKE APPLICATION. 


We greatly prefer that the minister proposed should, in all cases, make the appli- 
cation. If that is inexpedient, we desire that the clerk of the church, officially, or + 
committee appointed for that purpose, should do it. PMs 

Where two or more churches are to share the services of the minister, and circum- — 
stances prevent his making the application, a joint committee can, generally, best do 
it: but if this is not practicable, let the clerk ora committee of each church write. 


CONCURRENT CERTIFICATE. 


_ When the application is made by the minister, (which, we repeat is most desirable) 
it should be accompanied, (on the same sheet if possiblu,) with a concurrent certificate 
of the church or churches to be supplied,—signed by the clerk, officially, or a commit- 


tee as before mentioned,—in substance, thus, The church (or church- 
es as the case may be) concur in the foregoing application to the Executive Board of

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OTHER APPLICATIONS FROM: MINISTERS. 


~ If a minister in one State apply for an appointment to another State, having no par- 
ticular church or settlement in view, but wishing to be directed by the Board, it will 
be necessary for him to infurm us of his place of residence; post-office address; age ; 
number of his family (if he have one) dependent on him for support; whether he is 
ordained, or a licentiate ; the total amount of salary necessary per annum ; the least por- 
tion of it that will suffice from the Society ; the period when he will be ready to engage 
in the duties of his appointment or commence his journey to the field assigned him, and 
any circumstances calculated to aid the Board in their deliberations. 

Such applications should also be accompanied with a recommendation as specified 
under the proper head. | 


APPLICATIONS FOR A MINISTER AND AID. 


If an application is made not only for aid, but also for a minister to be sent, let the 
afore-mentioned information be given except what relates to the minister ; and substi- 
- tate in brief and general terms such as will enable the Board to judge of the qualifica- 


tions necessary in a minister for the place, and accompany it with the requisite recom- 
mendation. 


APPLICATIONS FOR ITINERANTS. 


If an application is made for an itinerant minister to labor in a new section of 
country, where there is no church for him to supply, the number of inhabitants, com- 
municants, average attendance at public worship in the entire field, and the sum to 
be raised by the churches may be omitted, and the names of the principal places to-be 
supplied and their population, if known, substituted. If there is a church or church- 
es in the field to supply any part of the time, the requisite information should be 
given, and in either case, the recommendation will be expected. 


RECOMMENDATIONS NECESSARY. 


1. If the applicants reside within the boundaries of an auxiliary of this Society, it 


is indispensable that a recommendation should be obtained from their Board of Mana- 
gers, or its Corresponding Secretary, officially, not merely of the minister, but of the 
entire arrangement proposed*—and it is expected that such Board or Secretary 
will candidly state any alterations in the proposed arrangement they think circumstan- 
ces require. 

2. If they reside within the bounds of an “ Agencyt”’ of the Society, the rec- 
ommendation of such Agency is essential. 

3. If they reside within the bounds of a State Society, Convention or General As- 
sociation not auxiliary, and where we have no agency, the recommendation of their 
Board of Managers, or its Secretary officially, will be preferred; but if distance or 
difficulty in convening the Board prevent, the recommendation of some person or per- 
sons known by some of the Executive Board may be forwarded. 

4. The recommendation should be appended to the letter, if consistent, and mailed 
to our Corresponding Secretary, but if this cannot be done without great inconvenience, 
either the applicant or the persons recommending him should forward it without delay. 
No appointment or re-appointment is made without such recommendation. 


APPLICATIONS OR NOMINATIONS FROM AUXILIARIES. 


If the application proceed directly from the Board of Managers of ar Auxiliary 
body, they will furnish all the information required under the appropriate heads above, 
except the concurrent certificate of the church or churches. It is taken for granted 
that they are well advised of the wishes of these churches. Their application also is, 
of eourse, sufficient recommendation. 


“The recommendation for the proposed arrangemént is, generally, far more important and useful 
than for the minister merely, as he is often well known by the Board, especially if he have been 
previously appointed ; whereas they may often know but little of the propriety of tne errange- 
meant without the recommendation of the auxiliary ‘‘ Boards.” |

‘RE-APPOINTMENTS. 


As the appointments of the Executive Board are made, in general, for twelve 
months, if a renewal is desired, a new application should be seasonably made, contain- 
ing fresh information on every point named, except the ordination and age of the 
minister, and stating any alterations from the previous arrangements. 

The whole should be written, if possible, on one sheet of paper, or so that the letter 


will not weigh over half an ounce, to prevent increased expense uf postage; that 
item being already sufficient to support a missionary. 3 


TAKE NOTICE. 


In all the above cases, if any thing required cannot be done, let the reason be given. 


REMARES. 


Many reasons might be given for making the foregoing requisitions. A few only 
will be stated. The larger number of applications come from great distances, the 
particular localities and other circumstances of which cannot be known by the Board; 
or they are from persons with whom the Board have no acquaintance. Statistical in- 
formation, is essential to the formation of a proper opinion of the relative or compars- 
live importance of places needing aid, and to assist the Christian public to appreciate 
the operations of the Society. 

Again, the Board wish to act understandingly. Their means are limited, and 
derived, to a considerable extent, from persons who make sacrifices to bestow them, 
therefore, they should possess all the evidence consistent, that their appropriations 
are prudently made. Besides, we have an auxiliary system, to which it is the interest 


of all parties to adhere—from which, therefore, the Board, especially, do not feel at 
liberty to depart. 


NOTICE TO APPLICANTS FOR AID. 


Applications for missionary aid are frequently made to the Executive Board, un- 
accompanied with the necessary information and recommendations, although the ne- 
eessity for then has been very extensively published. The practice subjects the ap- 
plicants to delay, and the Society to increased expense for postage. It is, therefore, 
thought expedient to inform all applicants, whether ministers, churches, or others, that, 
without special reasons, the Executive Board do notedepart from the preceding rules; 
and they earnestly hope that applicants will, hereafter, notice every requisition, and 
conform to them in their communications. 

Asa general thing, a single sheet of paper is sufficient to contain all the writing 
necessary in an application, and when it is remembered that our letters usually come 
from distances where they are marked with the highest amount of postage, it will be 
seen that we are not unreasonable in requesting our correspondents to bear this point 
in mind. It is submitted to the judgment ot correspondents, whether such applica-— 
tions should come to us post paid. %, : 

{>The receipt of all applications for aid, made conformably with the foregoing 
rules, will be immediately acknowledged by mailing a copy of this Notice, or a lever if 
specially requisite, to the address of the applicant. The application will be submit- 
ted to the Executive Board at their earliest subsequent meeting; and the success of 
itcommunicated to the applicant immediately afterwards. | | 

KA copy of this notice, with a corner of the page turned down, will be forwarded 
to applicants who fail to give us the necessary information ; they will please observe 
wherein they were deficient, and send us another application, corrected by reference 
to the foregoing rules. It will receive attention from the Executive Board, on the first 
meeting after its reception, and the applicant will be informed of the result.

The meetings of the Executive Board are held on the last week of each month.— 
Without special reasons, no appointments are made at any other time. Applicant# 
will do well to remember this,

We discontinue our former Tables, which exhibited a more detailed view of tbe 
Associations, on account of the great difficulty of obtaining all the information they 
were designed to present; and as nearly all of it that is used for ordinary purposes 
is contained in the Tables of the Almanac and Baptist Register, there is less necessity 
for its retention in this Report. 

The Table above is copied from the Almanac and Baptist Register, and exhibits 
the statistics of the Associations, as taken from their Minutes for 1843. 

To the aggregate of churches in general union, is added, in the footing, the aggregate 
of those Associations denominated “ Anti Mission.” Their articles of faith, rules of 
order, and views of church discipline, accord with the regular Baptists, but they re-

The first line is from Asplund’s Register. which enrols as ministers, not only all 
who had been regularly ordained and licensed to preach, but a number who, according 
to prevailing usage then in our churches, were “ permitted to improve their gift,’”’ that 
is, exhort and pray in public. 

_ The second line is from the tables in Benedict’s History, and includes ministers and 
licentiates who were reported as such to associations. 

Lhe aggregate for 1843, includes ministers and licentiates. It would be more cor- 
rect to give only the ordained ministers—in number 5373—in estimating the means of 
religious instruction from the pulpit, in our churches. 


2d. Baptist churches are less provided with pulpit instruction, and pastoral 
supervision, than any other evangelical sect in our country.

3d. Our ministers are not equally distributed amongst the churches. 


If we divide the United States into three great sections, this inequality will appear 
more striking.

Hern and Delaware. Churches 2256, communicants 239,389, ordained ministers, 

Sec. If. The Southern states, including Alabama and Florida. Churches 3075,

Sec. I1I. The Great Western Valley, including Michigan, the territory of Wiscon- 
sin, and all the states that lieon the waters of the Mississippi. Churches 4012, com- 
municants 222,495, ordained ministets 2115. 


4th. These ministers are not all devoted to the work of the ministry. 


A small proportion of the number in the northern states are unemployed, either as 
pastors, missionaries, or evangelists. But in the southern and western states not more 
than one third are strictly pastors of churches and missionaries, devoted to the work 
of the ministry, and sustained by the churches. 

| The rest supply churches monthly, and frequently make excursions amongst the des- 
titute, and preach the gospel at their own charges, but from necessity or choice, devote | 
much of their time to secular pursuits. se 

A considerable number of brethren were called into the ministry, while engaged in 
secular pursuits, and with but little preparatory study. A large proportion of them 
have been compelled to resort to those pursuits a portion of their time, for the mainte- 
nuance of their families. 

From these and other causes, a large proportion of the churches in the Western 
Valley do not enjoy regular preaching oftener than one Lord’s day ina month. 

And finally, as the result of long and close observation, by one having abundant 
opportunities, it is stated confidently that at least ONE THOUSAND ABLE PASTORS are 
now needed in the Baptist churches of that section. 

With such facts before the churches, they may, to some extent, perceive the impor- 
tance of the Home Mission’ Society. The Annual Report of the Executive Board, 
printed with this pamphlet, will also show some of the efforts of the Board to supply — 
the destitution of the denomination, and some of the results of their efforts.

ANNUAL RECORD. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


An article was inserted in the Eleventh Annual Report for the encouragement of 
such of our missionaries asdesired to provide libraries for the Sunday Schools at their 
stations. Several have availed themselves of the generous offer contained in that 
article. The Society alluded to in it consists chiefly of the scholars and teachers of 
the Sunday school of the first Baptist Church, in Brooklyn, who severally contribute 
.o their treasury, as a general thing, a cent a week, and they engage to add an amount 
equal to that which any school under the care of our missionaries will raise for the 
purchase of books for their libraries. Thus, if a western school raise $5, (which is 
the usual sum,) they add $5, and forward them books to the amount of $10. 

We regret that some of our western friends have not understood the arrangement 


proposed, and at the suggestion of a respected friend we cheerfully re-publish tbe ar- 


ticle alluded to in another form. 


DIRECTIONS TO OBTAIN BOOKS. 


Let each church or Sunday school under the care of our missionaries, desirous of 
obtaining a Sunday School library, raise five dollars, more or less, and then address a 
letter to Elijah Lewis, Esq , Brooklyn, N. Y., informing him of the name of the 
school, its condition, the number of teachers and scholars, with any interesting facts 
in its history they please, and requesting him to furward them in return, Sunday school 
books, according to the offer in the Eleventh Annual Report of the American Baptist 
Home Mission Society. Mention the name of the person to whom they shall be sent, 
with his post-office address, and any other directions to be written on the package, 
and inform him by what conveyance or route they shall be sent. The letter should 
enclose the cash in one hank note; or the missionary can receive the money raised, 


and in his next quarterly report direct us to pay the amount to Mr. Lewis, which will 


be done, and charged in his account. By this arrangement increased postage and 
risk will be avoided. 


We will only add, that a letter direeted to our Corresponding Secretary, requesting — 
him to do the business, will not answer ; it must be addressed, and contain all the in- 
formation as above. The letter is wanted by the Brooklyn Society to be read to the 
teachers and scholars, and preserved on record for future reference. 


_ TRACTS FOR MISSIONARIES. 


In our Eleventh Annual Report we mentioned the generous donation of tracts for 


the use of our missionaries, by the American Baptist Publication Society, and the 


American Tract Society. Many thousand pages have been distributed in accordance 
with these grants. A respected missionary inquires how: he shall obtain a supply : 
We answer: Let all missionaries who wish them, make their request of us, stating 
how the packages shall be directed and by what conveyances forwarded, and they will 
be sent. If they have mercantile friends purchasing goods in this city, the packages 
can be put into the boxes containing their goods. In this case, inform us at what 
store in this city the boxes are packed. [C3 But it should be distinctly understood 
that we can obtain them only for our missionaries, and they cannot be sent, even tv 
them, without all the information required above being furnished us. | 
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VIRGINIA. 


From Rev. A. B. Smith, Richmond, March 20th. 


‘‘ During the past quarter, we have enjoyed much encouragement. About forty 
hopeful conversions have occurred, and i have had the privilege of baptizing thirty 

rsons. 

Oa of the persons baptized was the captain of a vessel, whose residence is on 
Cape May. A few days after his baptism he left us, but like the Eunuch, went on his 
way rejoicing. I have recently received a very affectionate and Christian-like letter 
from him, of which I must give you the following extracts : 

‘Iam happy to say that we enjoy ourselves very well as to religious affairs. We 
have our family prayers morning and evening, as well as secret or closet prayers, and — 
we endeavor to show others by our actions and mode of living that we are truly borr 
of God. Theshipper of my cargo asked me, the other day, how we got along so well 
with our crew ? said he, ‘I have not heard a cross word all the while you have been 
loading.’ ‘ Why, sir,’ I replied ‘we have Jesus Christ on board, and he makes all 
things quiet and peaceable.’ Now I would say to my brethren and young converts, 
whatever they do, always have Jesus Christ on board, and every thing will goon well.’ 

May heaven’s blessing rest on the efforts of the Home Mission Society to spread 
ubroad a knowledge of Jesus Christ, the sinner’s friend.” 


LOUISIANA. 
From Rev. Isaac T'. Hinton, New Orleans, March 19th, 1845. 


‘“ T am wellaware that the Home Mission Society has ever been ready to extend its 
fostering care to this important,—may I not say, more than important—position,—and 
sad indeed has been the train of circumstances which has so long delayed the efficient 
action of our denomination in and for New Orleans. Our motto must be-—‘ Forgetting 
the things that are behind, let us press forward.’ 

In my next I expect to announce some definite arrangements for putting the liberal 
intentions of our friends at the North and East to a final test. Subscription papers 
are out, and, before you receive this, will have about $7000 subscribed upon them. In 
a few weeks I hope to see the least amount up to $10,900 in this city. Bro. Holman 
writes me he has already about $3000 promised. The Trustees have resolved not to 
purchase ground and begin building till $20,000 have been pledged by ‘ good men— 
and true.’ It will be done—and happy will they be who have a share in the glorious 


work.” 


| TEXAS. 
From Rev. William M. Tryon, Washington. 


“ Besides attending my regular appointments in Washington county, I have travelled 
and preached in many other parts of the country. In several places which I have vis- 
ited the people are anxious to have regular Baptist preaching. and in some of them I 
found promising materials for the organization of churches. The harvest here is indeed 
great ; and now, in the infancy of this Republic, the Home Mission Society, by fur- 
aishing us with more missionaries, would give to moral and religious influences a power 
and effect which would tell upon the interests of the nation for generations to come.” 


REMARKS. 


Our efforts, to a limited extent, have been directed towards Texas. We have em- 
ployed a few missionaries there for several years past and they have been very success- 
ful. Through their instrumentality large numbers have been turned from the error of 
their ways; many churches have been organized; several ministers ordained, and 
many rising villages and settlements, besides a. great extent of farming territory, have 
been supplied with preaching. The denomination in that Republic comprises men of 
'ntelligence and influence, and females of great refinement and deep piety. It is in a 
fine state of preparation to receive the instruction of an enlightened, faithful ministry, 
and in the enjoyment of that blessing would speedily acquire great strength and be- 


come extensively useful in moulding the character of the Republic. 


The 
failed 


Society has appointed several ministers to that field, who, for various reasona, 
to occupy it. They are ready to appoint others when suitable men are found, 
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and they trust that the time is not far distant when several, strong in ministerial quali- 
fications, will be there under the Commission of the Society. 

Notwithstanding the numerous embarrassments experienced by that young nation, 
its population is increasing, its resources are being rapidly developed, its prosperity is 
advancing, and its progress in strength and power is encouraging to its friends. Citi- 
zens of the United States, especially Christian citizens should not forget its proximity 
to our own happy land ; nor should they overlook the neceasity of its inhabitants being 
sufficienly furnished with evangelical privileges. The greater part of them were but 
lately our countrymen. They are still our acquaintances, friends and brethren. Be- 
yond them is a powerful Roman Catholic nation, who are not only their enemies in war, 
but who will, from many motives, remain so, long after the independence of the coun- 
try issecured. Evangelical influences, therefore, must be established there, and they 
should be established now, while the people feel their dependence on them for their 


national preservation. 


From the same, dated April Ist, 1845. 


‘“ Jn my last report I mentioned that we had procured from Congress a charter for a 
‘literary institution to be under the control of our Baptist Education Society. Its |o- 
cation is left to the Board of Trustees, and it is probable that Independence will be 
the place selected. 

Brother J. M. Byars, a zealous and useful minister, connected with our Associa- 
tion, has been appointed by the Government (in accordance with a treaty stipulation) 
to an office among the Indians, and has removed to the trading house high up the 
Brazos river. He will use all means in his power for the religious instruction of those 
wild tribes; and sister B. intends to organize a school for the education of their chil- 
dren. Itappears to me that the hand of the Lord is visible in this matter.” 


ARKANSAS. 


From Rev. John McCarthy, Pulaski co. 


“ Since [ last wrote you, we have enjoyed some encouraging tokens of God’s grace. 
The greatest desire seemed to exist that the gospel should be spread through this sec- _ 
tion of the country. Much thankfulness was expressed for the aid afforded us by the 
Home Mission Society, and they rejoiced in the prospect of having it regularly preach- 
ed, even to a limited extent, by your appointment of myself as your missionary.— 
They had suffered a considerable time from the want of a missionary, but we hope 
soon to enjoy better times.. 

There are many settlements on the banks of the Little Red River, which are desti- 
tute of the gospel ; and, as might be expected, infidelity is prevalent there. I wish i 
could visit them, but I am too far distant to do so. Besides, there is work enough 


for half a dozen ministers in the region of my own residence. Would that there 
were more laborers here.”’ 


TENNESSEE. 


From Rev. Homer Sears, Knoxville, May \st, 1845. 


* By request I visited Tazewell, in February, and assisted in organizing a church of 
nine members. A lovely energetic little band. In February we had succeeded in ob- 
taining a fine lot of ground, (donated by an Elder in the Presbyterian Church, who 
also subscribed $50 towards the building,) and, by a subscription previously obtained, 
were able to contract for the brick work and plastering uf a house forty by fifty feet, 
and have $200 left, towards putting on the roof and finishing off. | Hee 

The fourth Sabbath in February [ was at the opening of the new meeting house in 
Dandridge, Jefferson co., on which occasion a small but old church, two miles out in 
the country moved into town. ‘The brethren there have succeeded in putting up 
& very neat house ; one man paid out $1,600. 

The three places where I preach forms an equilateral triangle, its sides five miles 
length. Knoxville, Third Creek, and Fountain Head. At Fountain head arrange- 
ments are being made for the organization, or, it might be said, the revival of a 
church.

From Rev. A. P. Williams, Liberty, March th. 


Revivat.— The church at Pleasant Ridge has enjoyed a time of refreshing from 
the presence of the Lord, during which twenty were added by baptism, and eight by 
letter. Ten others wait an opportunity to be buried with Christin baptism. 

This church, you recollect, was constituted the last of January, 844, with but ten 
members. There are now 124,” | | 


From Rev J. S. Smith, Monticello, 


“T still supply four neighborhoods with preaching statedly. During my last quarter 
I preached 67 sermons, delivered 16 addresses upon moral and benevolent subjects, 
and travelled 457 miles. Fifty-three hopeful conversions have occurred among my 
people and I have baptized 59, including some who had previously indulged hope. 

From this statement, you see, we have enjoyed a refreshing season. It occurred 
at Monticello and Bear Creek: chiefly at the latter place. Nearly every man, wo- 
man and child, in the whole region around, seemed interested and anxiously inquir- 
ing, ‘* What shall I do tobe saved.” In the course of a few weeks I baptized, on one 
occasion, «#9, and on another 17, making, with others, 59. 

My dear brother, I know that you will rejoice with me that the Lord has so won- 
derfully blessed us in this far distant and newly settled country ; and trust our Home 
Mission Society, by whom I am sustained, will feel encouraged in their work of 
love.” 


IOWA. 


From Rev. M. J. Post, Fox P.O., Sept 1st, 1844. 


“ Three years ago I formed a circuit, embracing a part of four counties, viz, Van Bu- 
ren, Lee, Henry and Jefferson, within which I labored through the year. At the 
commencement of my labors there were but two Baptist churches, of our order, in 
the four counties, in one of which were but eleven members. Since that time the 
Lord has done great things for us in this field. We have now ten churches, with 
three hundred and twenty-six members, nearly two hundred and fifty of whom were 
received by baptism. Three years ago we had but three ordained ministers, now there 
are twelve; some of whom, however, labor but little within this particular field. 

During the three years your Society has expended about five hundred dollars on this 
field. You can now judge whether it has been profitably bestowed.” 


WANT OF MINISTERS IN IOWA. 


From Rev. Ezra Fisher, Davenport, August 29th, 1844. 


* The first regular settlement of white men in this Territory, took place in 1833 ; 


and now the population is but a fraction less than ninety thousand souls ; occupying a | 


region of country about one hundred and twenty miles from east to west, and from the 
mouth of the Des Moins river to Prairie du Chien. The following statistical view of 
the population, Baptist churches, ministers, &c., of the counties, I believe to be cor- 
rect, 

Lee county, population 9,900; several flourishing villages, two churches, four 
preachers, who also work their farms. Des Moins county, population 9,109, five or 
81X Openings for Baptist preaching. Burlington, the principal village of this county, 
has 2,000 inhabitants, several of whom are Baptists. Here a.church could easily be 
collected. Louisa county, population 3,238, one church, one minister. Van Buren 
county, population 9,019. Facilities for agriculture and manufacturing very great. 

WO ministers, who are obliged to spend a portion of their time in other counties. 
Keosauqua, an important place, has a church and greatly needs a minister. Henry 
county, population 6,017, one church at the county seat, supplied half the time. But 
little other Baptist preaching in the county. Jefferson county, population 5,694, two 
small churches recently formed, but destitute, and preaching any where in the county 

y our ministers only rarely enjoyed. Washington county, population 3,120, one 
church at the county seat, destitute, and needing a pastor immediately. Muscatine 


County, population 2,882, one church at Bloomington—about to settle a pastor. In 


this church are two licensed preachers who are obliged to engage in secular pursuits; 
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otherwise they might be quite useful. In this county are several openings for Baptist 
reaching. Scott county, population 2,750, two churches, one minister. Davenport, 
having 1,000 inhabitants, is now destitute. Johnson and Cedar counties, population 
5,166, and Linn cuunty, population 2,643, have many important settlements, with 
but four churches and one ordained minister. Clinton and Jackson counties, popula- 
tion about 3,000, two churches; a third ready to be organized, but no ordained minis- 
ter. Du Buque county, population 4,052, one church at the county seat, with a pas- 
tor. There are five other counties, and a large tract called the New Purchase, with 
8 population of at least 22,000. The New Purchase is fifty miles wide, and extend- 
ing the entire length of the Territory, from north to south. The southern portion of 
this tract is becoming thickly settled for a new country, having farms of from ten to 
one hundred acres already under cultivation. Here are but two small churches and 
one minister. There are, however, many members scattered about, like sheep without | 
a shepherd, anxiously praying that God would send some devoted missionary to collect 
them into churches, and administer to them the ordinances of the gospel. 
Now, dear brother, is it necessary for me to say, we need ministers here? Iam 
sure you will agree with me when I say, we ought to have a good, faithful minister in 
each important village, or, at least, one in each county, and a few itinerants, who cae 


devote themselves entirely to the work of the ministry. Through you, therefore, | 


would ask all our ministers, deacons and church members in the Atlantic states to 
think of ourdestitution—to compare our situation with their own, and then, in the fear 
of God, ask what is their duty, and decide what each individual will do for us.” 


From the same. 


‘‘J do wish that our wise men around you, and especially talented brethren in the 


_ ministry, who talk about sacrificing for Christ, could see the almost unbroken destitution 


on the banks of the Mississippi, from Quincy to St. Anthony’s Falls; and look at the — 
flourishing villages where it exists, till they would heed the voice of the Holy Spin 
and separate, at least, a‘Paul and a Barnabas to come over and supply them. The 
calls are imperious. Tell the brethren to take their latest maps of the Western 
States, and look over the field, and then ask God who is to give all this people the 
bread of life? | 

The field is increasing in importance every day. Others besides our brethren, are 
striving hard to possess it, and I bave a right to ask the question, shall we retain pos 
session of it, or must it pass into the hands of others? Are our brethren at all pre 
pared to-suffer it to pass into the hands of Romanists?” 


From Rev. C. E. Brown, Davenport. 


‘*T have just received a letter from brother Dye, whom the Home Mission Board 
recently appointed for lowa or Wisconsin. He says he will come to Iowa the first of 
November, if he is needed here mere than in W. Speaking of the destitution in the 
county where he-is at present, he says he has heard that there are but three ordained 
ministers in it. But'l have just written him that there are SIXTEEN COUNTIES 10 this 


Territory, north of the Iowa river, with but rour ordained ministers—one minister ‘ 
four counties! ! I think he will come.” 


From Rev. Daniel Dye, Davenport. 


“T feel myself alone in this field of labor, and that I ought to have helpers. I am 
almost daily solicited to go to some new place and preach to the people. A few Sab- 
baths since a brother came to me after sermon, and said, with tears in his eyes, ‘ bie 
must come and preach to us, for we are all hungry for the gospel.’ A small churc 


was organized in his settlement some time ago, but they have no pastor, nor even en 
occasional supply now.” 


‘WISCONSIN. 


From Rev. T. L. Pilsbury, Beaver Dam. 


‘‘ During the past quarter I made a tour in the region around Fox and Green lakes 
‘and lake Emily. In every settlement the Macedonian cry is raised. The members 
of Baptist churches are scattered throughout the country, and are as sheep without @ 
srorherd, There is labor enough in the county for a number of preachers; but I am 


only one. I have not seen a Baptist minister since I left Milwaukie.” 
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From Rev. James Delany, Union, Rock co. 


“ The field I occupy is very extensive. There is no village within a’circle of ten or 
twelve miles, -but there are several growing settlements. I know of no Baptist min- 
ister between here and the Mississippi, on the one hand, and lake Superior on the 
other. Immigration pours into the territory in one unbroken tide, during the season 
of navigation. The unrivalled and far-famed excellence of the soil in this and some 
of the adjacent counties, draws multitudes with more than magnetic power. Generally 
speaking, their means are scanty: with some exceptions, they are poor but energetic ad- 
venturers. By the stern necessities of the case, the settler is obliged to make an untiring 
struggle for years,—not to hoard wealth, or live in style, but to tame the wilderness, 
and keep himself alive. 

I have found many of the very ‘‘ salt of the earth here,” but it would be a want of 
benevolence to expect them to give much for benevolent purposes. Ido not therefore, 
expect, while laboring’ in such portions of my field, to receive my support, at present, 
from any other source than the treasury of the Home Mission Society. But to preach 
the gospel to the poor gives me joy unspeakable. Often, toil-worn and hungry, I tra- 
vel scores of miles on foot and alone, to do it, and to visit the sick, the poor and im- 
penitent ; and it is grand, beyond description, to be allowed to labor thus ; but per- 
ishing mortality cannot long endure such toil. : 

Baptist families are coming in and settling all around me, who need my daily at- 
tention; but how can I give it, pressed down as I am already with other labor, which 
I am unable to perform.” 


A CHRISTIAN CHURCH WHERE PAGAN ALTARS STOOD. 


From Rev. A. Miner Jr., Prairieville, March 21st, 1844. 


“Tn February last I visited a few brethren on Prairie Du Lac, west of Wisconsin riv- 
er, a distance of more tlian one hundred miles. It is the birth place of the celebrated 
Indian chief, Black Hawk. I remained with them several days. While there I bap- 
tized five converts, and constituted a church of twenty members—the largest I sup- 
pose, which, at the commencement, has been formed in Wisconsin. It is a most in- 
teresting band of young christian warriors. While with them I slept on straw and 
buffalo skins, and ate baked potatoes and drank crust coffee: but it was atime of the 
deepest interest to me I ever experienced. O it was a luxury to plant the institutions 
of the gospel on the very ground where Black Hawk and his warriors once performed 
their Pagan ceremonies, and led on the savage war dance.”’ 


From the same, May 1st, 1845. 


‘“T am thankful to God that I am able to say, that our house of worship is finished, 
paid for, and has been well filledevery Sabbath since the second in March, with an inter- 
esting and attentive congregation. I say finished; there is still some painting and 
small improvements to be effected. The house is 60 by 37, with a stone basement 
under the entire building, (not finished) with a beautiful tower or belfrey ; it will seat 
conveniently five hundred persons, and has already been crowded full several times. It 
cost about twelve hundred dollars. We have now, therefore, a beautiful and commo- 
dious place in which to offer up our united worship. Thus God has enabled us to 


begin, and in a most harmonious and efficient manner complete this great work, ard 
to his great name be all the glory.” | 


“ The above is another encouraging instance of succes$ attending the operations of the 
Home Mission Society. Our respected brother Miner has been laboring in the village 
of Prairieville as a missionary of the Society about two years; many persons have 
been brought to the knowledge of the truth, and added to the church by baptism, and 
all the prosperity of which he speaks above, is, with the divine blessing, the result of 
his judicious and indefatigable labors. Let the friends of Home Missions feel increas- 


ed encouragement, and put forth increased efforts for the accomplishment of the great 
object of our organization.” ? | 


ILLINOIS. 
From Rev. Philander Taylor, Warrenville. 


“I find every thing as pleasant as I expected. We enjoy good health, are contented, 
and do not regret coming to ‘‘the West,” although, we have left behind us so much 
that is desirable in old friends and éxternal comforts. 7 é | ve 
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The state of society here I find very good. IT have witnessed but little intemperance 
or profanity, the people generally attend public worship on the Lord’s day. e have 
Sunday-schools and Bible classes, and religious feeling is very apparent. In these 
respects I am agreeably disappointed.. But there is much to be done, and it ought to 
be done immediately. Growing villages exist all around us, many of which have no 
regular preaching. I must repeat what has been said again and again by others, we 
want good ministers, men who love God and are willing to labor hard in the Master's 
vineyard.’ 


From the same, March 6th, 1845 


He speaks of the need of ministers at the West, but he says, ‘I am convinced that 
inexperienced pastors are not as well adapted to Illinois as they are to New-York. 
It requires much more skill and judgment to manage the affairs of a church here than at 
the East, and ifa man is deficient in these particulars, whatever other qualifications he 
possesses, he will not succeed very well. Thaw had very good opportunities to satisfy 
myself of the correctness of this opinion, in reference to many places in this State.” 

This extract will serve as a reply to inquiries from many correspondents respecting 
the qualifications of ministers for the West. If they have a proper education and pul- 
_ pit talent, with pleasing manners and fervent piety they should go. If to these are 
added *‘ skill and judgment’”’ as pastors, let them hasten to occupy the places which 

Divine providence has prepared for them there ; but let inexperienced and otherwise 
- unqualified men remain a while among the more staid and established churches at 
home. May the Lord raise up and send into the rich Western harvest field many 
faithful laborers. 


From Rev. Lyman Whitney, Bloomington. 


_ “There is great need of suitably qualified Baptist ministers in this vicinity. One 
month ago, while visiting one of my stations some twelve miles distant, I met with a 
sister, who had not heard a Baptist minister preach for the last fourteen years. 

- At another visit, in the same neighborhood, one week ago, I found another member 
of a church, who had heard no Baptist minister preach for many years, until the time 
of my previous visit. : | 

I am sure,-if our brethren at the East could have witnessed, on those occasions, the 
tears of gratitude which fell from their eyes, as they once more listened to the gospel, — 
the Home Mission treasury would be filled to overflowing, and the servants of Jesus 


would hasten here to seek out and feed the sheep and lambs of our blessed Savior's 
flock.”’ 


From Rev. S. 8. Martin, Knorville. 


‘‘Some good brethren at the East have heard our Macedonian cry, and come to our 
aid during the past year; ‘‘ but what are these among so many?” I fear that while 
the perishing need of Iowa and Wisconsin is echoed through the length and breadth 
of the land with such thrilling earnestness, the wants of Illinois will be forgotten. A 
brother lately told me of three large counties in the heart of this State, where there is 
but one Baptist minister ; and this is not a solitary case. Surrounding me are many 
important fields, yet, if I wish to “ exchange” with a neighboring minister, I cannot 
do so without travelling, at least thirty miles, which is the distance to the nearest one.” 


From Rev. E. C. Brown, and J. C. Bernard, Quincy, June 22d, 1844. 


. As a committee of the First Baptist Church in this city, it becomes our duty, 
which we gladly perform, to inform you that God has blessed us since the period of 
our connexion with the Home Mission Society as a recipient of its charities. He has 
added to our numbers, our gifts, and we trust, our graces, until we are comparatively

INDIANA. 


From Rev. Wm. M. Pratt, South Bend, January 14th, 1845. 


Fruit or Home Misstons.—‘ This has been a year of much toil and anxiety to me. 
When I came here, a year since, I found a small band of between twenty and thirty, 
with no house of worship, little known in the community, and quité dispirited. As it 
is one of the most important points in the State, I felt that I could not carry out the 
design of my appointment from the Home Mission Society better than devoting my 
time and talent for the building up of this little church. The Catholics were making 
great efforts to win the hearts of the people, and draw the young to their institution 
of learning, having built a University about a mile from this place. I felt that every 
denomination should be awake and maintain their ground. The Lord has succeeded 
our efforts. To encourage: the little church here, I told them I would labor for them 
six months, provided they would build a house of worship. They were poor, and could 
not raise a subscription of more than eight hundred dollars, but ‘‘ they all had a mind 
to work,” and have made great sacrifices. We have our house now opened for wor- 
ship, and have freed ourselves from al] embarrassments; about one hundred and fifty 
dollars only being due on our lot. The house is not completed yet, but it is as com- 
modious and comfortable as any in town. 

The church now numbers upward of eighty members; notwithstanding it has col- 
onized a church in Mishawakee, of thirty members. 

We are now enjoying a revival. Quite a number are anxious about their souls’ salva- 
tion, and I hope, ere long, to welcome many into our little church, who are now seeking 
the Savior. There is no denomination in town that, at present, appears more prosperous 
than ours. Wecould not effect much until our meeting house was opened for worship ; 
consequently, most of my time during the last quarter, was spent in urging forward the 
work; and I labored a number of weeks with mine own hands, to induce others to 
volunteer to aid us, and the consequence is we have effected, to the astonishment of 
all, our object. I repeat it, I am confident I could not have carried out the design of 
my commission better than devoting my energies to this one point. I might have 
baptized more, and to strangers given a better report of my labors by riding over the 
State, and laboring in protracted effort, but 1 am convinced if we wish to effect any 
thing permanently, we must confine our labors more to one place.” 


MICHIGAN. 


From the Rev. James Inglis, Detroit, March 24th, 1845. 


“The Lord has evidently answered the prayers of the people, and we have a new 
song put into our mouths, even praise to ourGod. There is a growing sensibility to the 
truth, the church is well filled on Sabbath days, our prayer-meetings are still very in- 
teresting, especially the youth’s prayer-meeting, reinforced as it is by some forty 
young converts. I have baptized thirty-one persons, among whom was one Roman 
Catholic, and some from other denominations. There are some twelve waiting to re- 
late their experience at the next Church meeting, with a view to being baptized. 
Amongst those who have been baptized, there are some of all ages and classes; one 
old man of seventy. Twenty-five have united with us by letter. The whole circum- 
stances and prospects of the Church are in the highest degree encouraging, and should 


it not fail in any measure through my inexperience, I think there is good reason to 
believe that it will be yet farther extended.”’ 


From Rev. L. H. Moore, Ypsilanti, March 26th, 1845. 


| ‘T lately visited Monroe city in this State to aid the pastor of the church there. It 
18, €3 you are aware, an old French town, and filled with Roman Catholics. The 
Lord has been pleased to reveal himself, in mercy, to a number of souls. Some 
twenty professed faith in Christ while I remained, and the appearances were more 
encouraging than at any time previous. Among the converts was a young Frenchman, 


& catholic; I sincerely hope and pray that God may make him a faithful laborer in 
his vineyard.” 


From the Rev. Marvin Allen, Ann Arbor, March 28th, 1845. 


“T rejoice that Iam able to record the triumphant conquests of truth displayed among 
us during this last quarter. On the second Lord’s day in this month we had the plea- 
sure of immersing seven joyous disciples in the presence of one of the largest congre- 
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gations, probably, ever assembled to witness this ordinance in this village. Among 
the candidates was one of the members of the senior class in the University, and 
allowed to be the first conversion that has ever taken place among the students since 
its origin. Three others have since professed to be on the Lord’s side, but have not 
yet united with any Church. There are some other persons who will probably be 
baptized next month.” , 


WESTERN CANADA. 


From Rev. William Rees, Simcoe, July 18th, 1844. 

‘‘ Western Canada is an important field, and all denominations seem aware of it, 
If I were to enlurge on the spiritual destitution of the Province at this moment, I 
could present a claim to American Baptists, inferior to none upon the face of the 
globe. In many parts of the country there are persons who would rejpice in the privi- 
lege of a Baptist ministry. The want of ministers of our denomination in this colony 
is very great; in proof of which, | give you the following fact out of many which I 
might name. There are six or seven large churches, within thirty miles of Simcoe, 
without a pastor, and in all these places the people turn out well to hear whenever 
there is preaching among them. 7 

We need attractive, impressive, indefatigable, evangelical preachers—business 
like, inventive and organizing pastors. Such men may here be blessings to future 
ages, and be remembered as Canadian Apostles. 

We have several important towns without any Baptist ministers.. Towns that have 
materials for flourishing churches at hand. Piety is there—activity is there—liberality 
is there as far as their means will allow; but alas, they have no pastor, and cannot 
support one without aid.” 

| REMARKS. 


The British Provinces are embraced within the field of the Society’s operations : 
consequently, from the period of its organization the Executive Board have bestowed 
more or less attention upon Canada, and always lamented their inability to do as much 
as the churches there have requested and their necessities required. 7 

The original settlers of that part of Canada lying west of Niagara river and Lake 
Ontario were chiefly from the United States. Their descendants, and more recent em- 
igrants from this country predominate, and are intelligent, moral, industrious and 
thriving people. 

Throughout this region Baptist churches are to be found, several of which are of many 
years existence ; they were organized by ministers from the United States, and found- 
ed on the cherished principles of the denomination in this country. to which they ad- 
here with praiseworthy firmness. A large number of these churches are destitute of 
the stated ministry of the gospel, but it is known to be the desire of the people to en- 
joy thatrich blessing. Indeed, there seems to have commenced among them a special 
preparation of mind and heart to seek for and sustain ministers. Some of the church- 
es are abundantly able, and, without doubt, would, immediately, furnish a comfortable 
support to suitable ministers; others by a prudent and faithful course on the part of 
their ministers would soon do the same, while others, from a comparative inability, and 
being unaccustomed to do much for ministerial suppoit, would require a longer time to 


understand and perform that duty. 


CANADIAN BAPTIST EFFORTS. 


In the section described, some of our brethren have realized the spiritual wants of 
the province and made some efforts to improve its condition. A missionary society 
has been formed and missionaries have been employed : but they need experienced, 
practical and devoted men to carry forward their plans. They have, therefore, once 
more sought the special co-operation of the Am. Baptist Home Mission Society, and 
their application has received the favorable notice of the Board. fe | 

The greatest want of the denomination there at present, is suitable ministers. 
Some ten or twelve ought to be introduced immediately, and these should be soon 
followed by others. Our Board are ready to extend their aid for the accomplishment 
of so desirable an object. | | 

It is earnestly hoped that this representation will speedily meet the kind response 
of several discreet, intelligent and devoted ministers—men who are active and useful 
among ourown churches and enjoy a large share of their confidence and affection—
